Atcher revealed the existence of "privi- 
leged" information that could change the 
complexion of, the PUD. particularly 
with regard to hospital construction. 


Although the item appeared on this 


week's village board agenda, Atcher 
asked that trustees defer the matter an- 
other week to accommodate the devel- 
oper. 


ONE OF the principals has been out of 


town and had just returned Tuesday. At- 
cher explained 


"It will be at this time that the princi- 


pals will bnng people and information 
concerning this proposal that has not 
been publicly divulged before." he said. 


Some opponents of the PUD are con- 


cerned over possible loss of Sarah's 
Grove, a stand of more than 100-year-old 
oak trees on the north side of Schaum- 
burg Road.

Forms are 
available from the village hall, 161 Illi- 
nois Blvd., 8:30 a.m. to 4:30 p.m. daily 
and 9 a.m. to noon Saturdays. Forms 
also may be requested by telephone, at 
529-9176. Each applicant will be sched- 
uled for an interview by Mrs. Cleo Rey- 
nolds, a bureau employe who will super- 
vise the census. 


Mrs. Reynolds will conduct a training 


course, for which participants will be 
paid $10. Census takers also will be paid 
11 cents for each name properly record- 
ed in accordance with instructions. 


Applicants must be village residents, 


at least 18 years old, able to work full 
time during the day and some evenings, 
in good health, have good moral charac- 
ter and a neat appearance. As much as 
possible, workers will be assigned 
to 


their own neighborhoods.

Learn No Cases Discovered In Grade School 
PTA Has Panel Discussion On Drugs 


Drug use and the fear that their chil- 


dren are receiving drug education too 
late were the main points of discussion 
a t 
Tuesday's 
Fairview 
Elementary 


School PTA meeting. 


Program chairman Mrs. Marilyn Pra- 


ther had arranged a panel discussion on 
"Community Juvenile Concern." She in- 
troduced the Hoffman Estates patrolman 
William Mulcahy, police consultant at 
Conant High School, and Dist. 54 social 
workers Mrs. Betty Walsh and Ron 
Royne and asked parents present to take 
part in the panel discussion. 


Questions asked indicated drug abuse 


was the main concern of those present. 


"Is the drug traffic in the community 


increasing or decreasing?" asked a 
mother. Mulcahy said individual drug 
abuse incidents have decreased this past 
year but added that offenders still are 
being apprehended. 


"Are elementary school children on 


drugs?" was another question. Mulcahy 
said in his five years of work he has 
never handled a drug case in the ele- 
mentary schools. 


HE TALKED ABOUT his work as High 


School Dist. 211 teen consultant, stress- 
ing the importance of communicating 
with children in the family. 


Mulcahy said part of his job was to 


make himself available to teens who 
wanted to talk about a drug problem, but 


couldn't talk to parents. Mulcahy said 
the police are as rough on sellers or 
"pushers" of drugs as they are described 
but that his job is to help the teen in 
trouble, not punish him. 


Juveniles on drugs who come to the 


police receive help and are not punished, 
said Mulcahy. He added many of the 
youngsters who tried drugs in a group 
situation "to be one of the gang," come 
to him for help and receive it. "But, the 
pushers are the ones we crack down on," 
said Mulcahy. 


"This is where we run into blank 


walls," said the officer. "A lot of us 
adults think of a pusher as that older 
man who hangs around the street corner 
near the school and takes the kids' mon- 
ey for drugs. 


"Today the while scene has changed 


and the pusher is one of your child's 
friends; and they don't turn in their 
friends," said Mulcahy. 


MULCAHY SAID hard drug use is al- 


most nonexistent in this area but admit- 
ted that marijuana can be purchased. 
"And today's 'pusher,' one of the kids in 
a crowd, sells only to his friends," said 
Mulcahy. 


"Give our younger children in the fifth, 


sixth and seven grades drug informa- 
tion," said a parent. "Scare them like 
the don't smoke campaign did." 


Mulcahy said this would have to be a 


school board decision but insisted that if 
information was to be given it must be 
full information, the good and bad effects 
of drugs. 


Only one side of a story can turn off an 


audience and youngsters who are being 
dealt with honestly will return that trust, 
he added. 


Mrs. Walsh !s concerned about "the 


pill-taking society we are 
becoming." 


She asked parents to search their own 
habits. "Do we pop a pain pill in our 
mouths instead of lying down with our 
feet up for a while?" she asked. 


ROYNE REMINDED parents that the 


social workers job in the schools is to 
work with the parents and attempt to 
reach those children who are having so- 


cial or emotional problems. 


One parent thought social workers were 


just concerned with the learning per- 
formance of a child. Mrs. Walsh agreed 
the social worker wants to help children 
school counselor was concerned about 
learning performance. The social worker 
is more oriented to persona] problems, 
she added. 


"Does our village offer enough help to 


a child with a problem?" asked a parent. 
The village itself has no youth counselor 
but has approved the hiring of a coun- 
selor under the Operation Reach Out pro- 
gram. The social workers in the school 
district also can help and when the vil- 
lage cannot referral agencies are avail- 
able, said Mulcahy.

Dunne Reveals Track Stock Profit 


George Dunne, Cook County Board 


president, revealed Tuesday he made a 
$20,000 profit from the purchase of Illi- 
nois racing track stock in 1964. 


Dunne reported he had purchased the 


stock for $5,000 when he was a member 
of the Cook County Board. He sold the 
stock in 1966 for $25,000. 


The disclosure from the County Board 


president came voluntarily, after two re- 
porters told him of their knowledge of 
the transaction. 


Dunne thus becomes one of growing 


list of Illinois political figures involved in 
race track stock transactions. It was re- 
vealed last week that John W. Lewis, Illi- 
nois secretary of state, had purchased 
racing track stock in a trust for his wife 
and two daughters. 


DUNNE PURCHASED THE stock 


from the Washington Park Trotting Asso- 
ciation, two years after retiring from his 
seat as a Democratic legislator and two 
years after being named to the County 
Board. 


Dunne said he learned about the avail- 


ability of the stock from the late Secre- 
tary of State Paul Powell. He then con- 
tacted Marje Everett, then manager of 
Washington Park and Arlington Park. 


He said he was then told to contact her 


law firm, and he subsequently purchased 
the stock. 


Dunne reported at the press conference 


he decided to sell the stock because it 
had not been paying dividends. He added 
that, during his seven years in the legis- 
lature, he did not support race track in- 
terests. 


He was elected County Board president 


in 1968 and was reelected to the post last 
year in a hotly contested election battle 
with Republican Joseph Woods. 


DUNNE ALSO disclosed the stock was 


held in the name of a nominee, William 
Lynch, at that time attorney for the 
trotting association. Lynch is now a Fed- 
eral District Court judge. 


The County Board president said he 


appeared before a federal grand jury in 
June to describe his track interests. 
Lynch also appeared before the jury, 
which is seeking to determine if race 
track stocks were sold to politicians at 
very low prices in return for favors. 


Lewis' disclosure that he held racing 


stock while a member of the legislature 
followed reports in the press that he held 
the stock in the trust; Dunne's dis- 
closures came before any newspaper 


publicity on the matter. The County 
Board president has been mentioned as a 


possible candidate for governor to oppose 
incumbent Richard Ogilvie.

Hoffman Estates May Be Dropped From Manager List 


by NANCY COWGER 


Hoffman Estates may be dropped from 


a listing of communities employing vil- 
lage managers, and relisted with those 
employing only persons with general ad- 
ministrative responsibilities. 


The lists are compiled by the Inter- 


national City Management Association, 
parent organization of the Illinois City 
Management Association. It was report- 
ed to The Herald that the state associ- 
ation's committee on ethics and profes- 
sional conduct was reviewing the listing 
for Hoffman Estates, and studying vil- 
lage ordinances. 


Burton Braun, Palatine village man- 


ager and chairman of the ethics com- 
mittee, refused to confirm or deny that 
his committee was reviewing Hoffman 


Estates. "Any of our work and reports 
remain confidential," said Braun. He 
did, however, list a number of situations 
that could or would be sufficient to result 
in a change of listing, some of which ex- 
ist in Hoffman Estates. 


Whether a village is listed in one cate- 


gory or another, or even not at all, may 
be of little consequence to village offi- 
cials and residents, said Braun. The list- 
ing is in a directory published yearly for 
association 
members 
and normally 


would be important to a village only if it 
were trying to fill a vacancy. The associ- 
ation also publishes a newsletter, Braun 
said, which contains a listing of villages 
advertising for managers. Prospective 
applicants likely would look in the di- 
rectory to see how the village is listed. 


The fact a village is not listed as hav- 


ing a village manager position could lim- 
it the number of applicants for the open- 
ing, said Braun. "An experienced man is 
probalby not going to apply for a job 
where he will not have the authority to 
carry out his responsibilities," said 
Braun. The difference between a village 
manager and a general administrator, as 
defined by the association, hinges on 
functions the employe is authorized to 
perform, such as the hiring and firing of 
department heads. 


THERE IS NO status connected with 


ICMA recognition of a community, said 
Braun, because it is not normally the 
type of thing non-association members 
would know about. Communities do not 
generally advertise the recognition, as 
they do an "All-America City" designa- 
tion. Recognition or denial would not

The association began 'its directory 


about 60 years ago, originally listing any 
persons holding jobs termed village, city 
or county manager. In 1969, association 
by-laws were changed to show the differ- 
ent designation of general administrative 
employe. The ethics committee, because 
it already was established, was directed 
to review the charters and ordinances of 
municipalities applying for recognition or 
where employes applied for membership, 
to determine in which category the mu- 
nicipality belonged. It also reviews com- 
munities where questions have been 
raised. 


In the 1971 directory, 2,214 municipal- 


ities were listed as having managers, 
while only 130 were listed as having gen- 
eral administration employes. 


One of the criteria for manager listing 


is that the post not be vacant longer than 
six months, although Braun said that 
limit can be extended to as long as a 
year. 


Hoffman Estates created its manage- 


rial position by ordinance in 1966, and 
the position was filled until 1967. The 


New Transit Scene 'Welcome' 


"A most welcome addition to the trans- 


portation scene" was the description of 
the new railroad station in Palatine giv- 
en by Hoffman Estates Mayor Frederick 
Downey. 


Downey attended the Saturday dedica- 


tion ceremonies, and was told by officials 
in Palatine his appreciation of the new 
facility was not misplaced. 


Palatine Mayor Jack 
Moodie told 


Downey "He's happy to have 'the new 
station) because he gets more com- 
plaints from Hoffman Estates commu- 
ters about parking than from anyone 
else." The new facility added 650 parking 
spaces to the existing 235. 


"Hoffman Estates is fortunate that the 


two communities that our commuters 
use expanded" their accommodations, 
said Mayor Downey, referring to Pala- 
tine and to Roselle. 


Downey also attended the dedication

Kingsdale. He termed the school a "fine 
building." 


In his report to the village board Mon- 


day night. Mayor Downey conveyed his 
condolences to William Mulcahey, village 
police patrolman, whose father died Sat- 
urday. William M. Mulcahey Sr. was a 
former member of the village's Civil De- 
fense unit. 
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manager was fired then, and the position 
has been vacant since. A manager ap- 
pointed in 1969 resigned before taking of- 
fice. Then an administrative assistant 
was appointed, with the understanding 
he would subsequently be named man- 
ager. The assistant resigned this sum- 
mer, and a new one has since taken of- 
fice. Neither has ever been named to the 
manager's opening. 


An extended vacancy, anything longer 


than a year, would result in dropping the 
community from the manager's list, said 
Braun. "We feel there is no point in 
maintaining them in this directory. 
There is no reason to continue carrying 
them if it is not filled." 


ANOTHER CRITERION is that the 


manager "should be delegated by legis- 
lation the full authority for the appoint- 
ment and removal of at least most of the 
heads of the principal departments and 
functions of the municipal government." 


The question of a manager's appointive 


powers has been raised in Hoffman Es- 
tates. 


In some cases, said Braun "the ordi- 


nance provides for appointment of heads 
except as otherwise provided in the mu- 
nicipal code, and then all other positions 
are provided in the code." This removes 


all appointing power for the manager, 
and "appointing power by itself could be 
sufficient" cause for dropping the man- 
ager listing of a community. 


The Hoffman Estatts ordinance states 


the manager will "hire, and, when neces- 
sary for the good of the village, suspend 
or remove all employes of the village ex- 
cept as otherwise provided by the Munic- 
ipal Code." The Hoffman Estates code 
provides for appointment of operating 
heads of all departments and building in- 
spectors by authorities other than the 
manager. 


THE RESULTS of any investigations 


would not be known even to association 
members until the next quarterly meet- 
ing of the national executive board, 
which rules on such matters, said Braun. 
It would not be known publicly until pub- 
lication of next year's directory. 


Braun also stressed that any action by 


the association should in no way be con- 
sidered a judgment on the community, 
its officials or the men holding the jobs. 
It is simply ? classification procedure for 
the convenience and benefit of associ- 
ation members, to help them identify the 
position a village has, and to determine 
what employes and communities may be 
admitted as members.

Planes Pays Off

Pat Tritle was four years old when he 


built his first model airplane. Fourteen 
years and hundreds of models later, he is 
KeUing paid to design them. 


Tritle began putting togetner cards to 


form airplanes as a presschooler As the 
years passed, the models he made be- 
came more complex 
And this month. 


"Model Airplane News" purchased 
a 


blueprint of his latest self-propelled crea- 
tion. 


"A lot of my planes didn't fly the first 


time," said Tritle. who has a small room 
in the rear of his home at 3914 Wren Ln., 
Rolling Meadows, where he designs and 
builds the planes. "After the first one 
flies, you want to try another one. . . a 
more complex model." Pat said. 


His latest creations are powered by a 


rubber band in the rear of the plane and 
the most successful flight was 200 to 300 
yards through the air The launch pad is 
the top of a car and sometimes the trees 
serve as a rough landing strip.

"Unless 
there is a perfect landing a wing may 
splinter and sometimes the fuselage is 
damaged. You just have to patch it up 
and make corrections and try it again," 
Pat said. 


HE HAS HAD plenty of failures. Hang- 


ing in the den of his house are some 
planes that "didn't quite make it." More 
than 18 models are suspended from the 
ceiling in the room and other models on 
shelves show Tritle's enthusiasm for the 
model hobby. 


The self-propelled planes have balsa 


wood frames. Paper is stretched around 
the wings and the body and water is ap- 
plied to tighten the paper. 


Some of the models take two to three 


years to perfect, but others can be made 
in two or three days. He's now working 
on a facsimile of a World War II bomber 
and also a radio-controlled boat. 


Tritle is a draftsman for a local engi- 


neering firm and a part-time student at 
Harper College. He says high school me- 
chanical drawing helped him most in 
learning to perfect the airplane designs. 


"You learned to use a T-square and 


correct lettering." he said. Before the 
mechanical 
drawing course, he had 


made drawings in ink and a yardstick 
was his straight edge. 


Although he is expanding the hobby to 


other kits, airplane design is still his spe- 
cialty. "I think I'll go into professional 
airplane design someday," he said.

Vandalism Now A Major Problem

UPPER SADDLE RIVER, N.J. 
- 


K,irly the other morning, about 3 a.m., 
my family was senselesslsy awakened by 
a loud, rude, scarey pounding at the 
door. 


My nine-year-old son was the first to 


investigate. 


Pound, pound, pound! 
"Who is it?" 
Pound, pound, pound! 
The boy turned on the porch light and 


wns about to open the door when he 
lu-ard muffled voices. Then he heard 
•ruffling. Then he heard and saw the 
door handle rattle. And then he ran 
screaming into his parents' bedroom for 
hrlp. 


By the time I got to the door, the 


knocking had ceased. And whoever had 
been making the noise was gone. I look- 
ed outside, winced at the door which had 
Ix-en hit so hard its hinges were loose, 
and slipped on a pile of goo which had 
i»'en deposited on the porch. The goo 
-.vjs hot cooked garbage of several ori- 
ir.ns. 


Vandals. Dammit. Again. 
NEITHER MY WIFE nor son could re- 


turn to sleep that morninf. And I. with 


flashlight, remained up too, crouched 
outside as guard against further harass- 
ment. 


I was angry. Sick to heart. But not sur- 


prised. My suburban property is com- 
paratively secluded, comparatively ex- 
clusive, comparatively pleasant, but like 
property everywhere today it is ripely 
susceptive to one of America's fastest 
multiplying and probably most con- 
ventional cries: wanton juvenile sabo- 
tage. 


This summer my bitsy acre alone had 


been subjected to more than two dozen 
crude attacks. Five outdoor lights have 
been broken, $100 worth of shrubbery has 
been destroyed. Peeping Toms have been 
so prolific that I've had to install frosted 
windows in some rooms. Once I picked 
up a boxful of glass from my driveway 
— broken beer bottles. Another time I 
retrieved a cartonful of used sanitary 
napkins. Just this morning I painted over 
some foul four-letters on my mailbox. 


But what's happening to me, and many 


of my neighbors, is nothing as to what's 
going on all over the nation. The Bell 
Telephone Company reports that vandals 
wreck $10 million worth of street coin 
boxes annually. The Small Business Ad- 


ministration believes that vandalism ac- 
counts for more than a quarter of all 
business crime losses. One insurance 
company, Allstate, pays more than $4.5 
million each year for malicious damage 
to automobiles. And the National Educa- 
tion Association says the nation's schools 
suffer the most of all — $200 million in 
vandalism damage a year, at least, in 
"grossly understated" terms. 


THE SITUATION so so bad that no- 


body knows really how bad. The F«t be- 
lieves that 141,000 people (even this sta- 
tistic is an estimate) were arrested for 
vandalism in 1970 (double what it was in 
1964), "but this is just a drop in the 
bucket figure." Most vandalism, police 
say, is never reported. And even if it 
was, most vandals would never be 
caught. In my town, for example, there 
are 7,800 residents and a dozen police of- 
ficers. And as the chief keeps telling 
complaining citizens: "Well, sir, we just 
can't have a cop outside every resi- 
dence." 


But if we don't know how many van- 


dals there are in the nation, we at .least 
have a fair idea of who the saboteurs 
are. They are kids. Eighty per cent of all 
vandals arrested are under 18 years of

'Hey. when do we go in?" 


I DIDN'T ANSWER. Because if I had 


i; would have hurt. The truth is the boy 
and his buddies might never go in. They 
are in plain (act too skinny, or not as 
ennd at passing or blocking or whatever. 
Some of them will likely turn out the en- 
tire season, work and sweat, but get to 
piay only brielfy at the end of regular 
t imes. 


And they'll be disappointed at that. 
And they may quit football forever. 
And that may be too bad for all of us. 
.luvenile delinquency is out of control 


m this community, and the rest of the 
r >'ion as well. Local police spend most 
nf their time worrying about the IHR 
yi-ar old residents. On the national level. 
•I*- FBI says juvenile arrests have 
doubled in a decade to 1.7 million a year 


four times as fast as their population 


growth. 


It is, in short, a period in history when ' 


any kids who drop out of any youth activ- 
ity should be cause for anguish. Because 
once they drop out, they do not easily 
drop back in. And their chances of deco- 
rating police blotters are increased. 


BUT INSTEAD of minimizing the drop- 


out possibility, it seems that society all 
too often contributes to it. The nation, 
young and old, loves good kids but ig- 
nores the rest. And so youth activities 
are formed to include only those children 
that measure up ("No smoking, no jeans, 
no long hair"). Kid clubs began on the 
premise that dum dums are not allowed. 
And even sports — that is, especially 
sports — is based entirely on the prin- 
ciple of the survival of the fittest, when 
;he crying fact is it is the not-so-fit whom 
we most need to reach. 


Robert Foster, deputy commissioner of 


the federal government's Office of Juve- 
nile 
Delinquency 
and 
Youth Devel- 


opment, puts it this way: "I certainly 
agree with competition among young 
people. But it should be a secondary con- 
sideration. The prime factor in a youth 
activity should be their individual devel- 
opment. I don't think it should be of 
great importance if some of them strike 
out more than others." 


Yet as it is, striking out is of great 


importance in youth activities. And the 
Upper Saddle River Pee Wee Football 
Program is an illustrative example. It is 
not unlike thousands of other such pro- 
grams in the nation. Football, basketball, 
baseball — kids are organized as they 
have never been before. There are more 
than 2 million Little League baseballers 
in some 50 countries in the world. And 
though all this is fine for some, it can 
sometimes be destructive to others. 


The idea in Upper Saddle River, as ev- 


erywhere else, is to win. No play. Not 


have fun. Win! The kids don't really care 
about it so much, but the coaches do. 
And in fact the coaches care about it so 
much they have altered the game to that 
purpose. Pee Wee football players do not 
play their own game. They play their 
coaches game. The coaches are allowed 
on the field during competition, the 
coaches call all of the plays. And so in a 
sense if the team loses, the coaches lose, 
and whereas kids don't care about such 
things, adults surely do. 


"JONES! YOU'RE loafing. Take a lap. 


Take two laps." 


And so it is that here as elsewhere, hot 


competition begins for the 8-9-year-old 
Pee Wees as soon as they begin practice 
(three weeks before school opens, often 
twice a day). A kid soon learns that the 
game is no game as he knows games. He 
learns that the coaches concentrate 
mainly on the first 11 players, give a bit 
of attention to the second 11, and ignore 
the rest. He learns that if he doesn't 
make that first 11, or 22, he'l 
be spend- 


ing his Saturdays on the bench. And he 
learns that sitting on a bench is no fun 
and makes a guy wonder what's the use.

age. And in this day when any teenager 
with a flower is thought of as a prophet 
of charity and brotherhood, this is sober- 
ing. The children, it seems, are not so 
saintly as popular symbolism would have 
it. 


SO IT IS THAT the fellow who slashes 


your tires may have "Love" stenciled on 
the rear of his tie-dyed jeans. A few 
weeks ago in Harrison, N.Y., which is 
just a vandal's stone throw from my 
house, three teenagers were arrested for 
mutilating 11 rabbits, three pigeons and 
a chicken in a children's zoo. When the 
boys were taken in for charges, one of 
them flashed the peace sign to a stupi- 
fied crowd. 


None of this, of course, should be taken 


as any kind of condemnation of young 
people in general. I am calling specific 
spades here. Too many kids today feel 
that "ripping off" their neighbors is a 
hallowed calling. Kids of every age since 
the Egyptians have vandalized, but the 
modern ones have advanced it to art. 
Breaking school windows, or setting fire 
to mailboxes should no longer be consid- 
ered "senseless acts." They are a form 
of urban-suburban guerrilla warfare. 


To some exten, perhaps, it is useless to 


fight such guerrillas. I have had more 
experienced neighbors tell me simply to 
grit and bear it and eventually the kids 
will find other fun. But to hell with that. 
My boy is not sleeping well these nights. 
My wife is afraid to go in the garden 
after dark. And so I'm spending as much 
time 
as possible 
outside with my 


flashlight. It's not the answer. But what 
is the answer? I don't want my door 
beaten in ever again.

"People talk about stomach aches 


when they really mean aches in their ab- 
domen," explains Dr. Arthur Lindner, 
professor of medicine at New York Uni- 
versity's Medical School. 


The abdomen, or "belly," is that part 


of the body that lies between the lower 
part of the chest and the hip bone, or 
pelvis 


SO A "BEU.Y ACHE" may not be a 


"stomach ache." The stomach is a large 
sac that lies in the abdomen, just be- 
neath thp lower part of a person's 
breathing apparatus. When full, the or- 
gan is about II inches long and four-and- 
a-half inches in diameter at its widest 
point. It has a capacity of about a quart. 


Belly aches are probably what people 


suffer from most 


Bowel problems can cause a belly 


ache. "People vary a lot in their bowel 
habits. They range anywhere from one 
bowel movement after each meal to per- 
sons who move once a day or even once 
a week and they feel okay," Dr. Lindner 
explains 


"There are a lot of peeople," he adds, 


"who say that if they miss their normal 
bowel movement they feel badly. I'd say 
that was nonsense, but I feel that way 
myself," the digestive tract specialist 
savs

You should know, of course, that it's a 


bad practice to take or give laxatives for 
belly ache. The ache may be an inflamed 
appendix and the laxative's harsh action 
micht cause it to burst. 


^ome people's distress is from heart- 


burn — a common ailment. It's caused 
when acid from the stomach is regur- 
gitated into the esophagus, or foodpipe, 
and it causes a burning sensation in the 
pit of the throat. 


Various kinds of stomach ulcers often 


cause heartburn "The antacids are often 
useful, especially for ulcers, and it's 
probably reasonable enough to take them 
for so-called indigestion. In general, in 
the usual dose, they're harmless," Dr. 
Lindner says 


BICARBONATE OF soda is one of the 


most frequently used antacids today. It's 
effective for the occasional user, but the 
drug can be harmful if taken frequently. 
If heartburn persists, see your doctor 


After repeated bouts with distressing 


heartburn, this reporter 
followed that 


very rule and found that he had an ulcer. 


An ulcer, basically, is a case of the 


stomach digesting itself. Usually the 
stomach lining is strong enough to resist 
the strong acids the stomach contains. 
But sometimes the lining weakens or is 
injured and the acids begin to digest part 
of the stomach itself 


Another common stomach malady is 


gas It causes pain and discomfort. It 
comes from swallowing air while smok- 
ing, 
drinking 
carbonated 
beverages, 


chewing gum or sucking on hard candy. 
There are some foods that cause gas. 
too The best way to avoid it is to watch 
what you eat, and eat slowly. 


In women, belly aches might be caused 


by problems of the internal sexual or- 
gans. In men, such aches can come from 
the bladder. 


There are many other problems that 


can cause belly aches, and of them Dr. 
Lindner says: "It's hard to generalize 
about something as broad as pain in the 
abdomen. But in general a pain is a 
warning that something is wrong and you 
should see a physician."

Yet with all that feet do for us, they 


are probably the most abused parts of 
the human body It s no wonder, then, 
that some 90 per cent of all Americans 
will eventually seek relief from foot ail- 
ments 


"Americans spend at least $2 billion a 


year on plasters, pads and powders, liq- 
uids, lotions and linaments, arches, spe 
cial shoes and vibratois,' says podiatrist 
Morton Walker, author of the widely 
used reference, ' Youi Guide to Foot 
Health " 


Much of the money spent on patent re- 


medies for foot ills is spent in vain, says 
Dr Walker, but there is a great deal a 
person can do to improve his personal 
foot health 


FEET ACHE primarily for two rea- 


sons 
"Overuse and abuse, ' he says 


"Feet that are used a great deal don t 
necessarily cause aches, but feet that ate 
used incorrectly cause difficulties " 


In fact, the foot must be used ' Man is 


meant to be an ambulating animal The 
foot must function in order to be healthy 
A splinted foot wastes away," Dr Walk- 
er says 


And many cases of aching feet do 


come from lack of use When a person 
sits at his desk, with feet hanging in a 


jOMS 


dependent position, gravity holds the 
blood around the area of tbe toes, arches 
and instep The result is a stagnation of 
circulation and the desk-sitter must do 
exercises to prevent aches 


One such exercise Dr Walker 


mends is to extend the legs straight out 
and rotate the ankles in one direction 
then in the other Another is to remove 
the shoes, place the arch of the foot 
against the desk leg and rotate the arch 
in order to massage the blood vessels on 
the inside of the foot arch 


Shoes, socks and other sorts of hosiery, 


if improperly fitted, can cause aching 
feet 


Tight shoes constrict the foot muscles, 


joints and nerves, producing muscle 


aches The muscle aches not necessarily 
because of stress on the muscles, but be- 
cause the nerves in the foot are being 
pinched Muscle spasms and cramps are 
warnings that tell you something is 
wrong 


IF THIS IS a problem the logical solu- 


tion is to get shoes that fit Also a partial 
solution is to remove shoes, massage feet 
and pull the toes Manipulate the foot by 
rotating it, and this will help relieve 
pressure on pinched nerves 


The way socks fit also is crucial, even 


though it is hard to imagine a piece of 
cloth causing serious foot problems But 
socks that are too short can produce in- 
grown toenails by causing pressure on 
the sides of the big toes, forcing flesh 


along the nailgroove to be compressed 
against the big toenail, Dr. Walker ex- 
plains 


The same problem is common among 


women who wear hosiery that is too 
short, and hike hose up to attach to a 
garter belt or girdle, Dr Walker says 


The ideal sock is square-toed. Manu- 


facturers now classify socks by length, 
Dr Walker notes, but they should also be 
classified by width to help eliminate 
these problems 


Corns, bunions and callouses are com- 


mon problems too Most people are af- 
fected by one or the other of them 


THE MOST common place for corns to 


form is on the fifth toe and bunions 
strike the big toe joints most frequently 
"They occur because of shoe fashion 
The current fashion of wide, broad toes 
with lots of depth causes no problems,' 
Dr Walker says. "But foot doctors are 
still treating corns and bunions produced 
by the pointed-toe torture devices that 
were in vogue several years ago " 


Callouses occur as a result of wearing 


thin-soled shoes on city pavements and 
having a weakness in the ball of the foot 
Thick-soled shoes or felt pads often can 
help prevent the thick, tough growths of 
skin 


Dr Walker stresses preventive mea 


sures against corns, bunions and cal- 
louses, but he firmly warns sufferers 
that any "bathroom surgery" should be

approached with extreme caution be 
cause infections, bleeding and other last 
ing damage can be the end result 


Another common foot problem, magm 


fied in intensity by summer heat, is ath 
lete's foot Burning, stinging and un 
pleasant odor can result from this dis 
ease caused by a fungus growth 


One key to preventing — and curing — 


athlete's foot is meticulous cleanliness 
Drying powders and antifungal patent 
medicines can also be useful 


BUT ACCORDING to Dr Walker, ' the 


prime reason for athlete's foot recurring 
in many persons year after year is so 
obvious it is often overlooked It is be 
cause the insides of shoes are nevei 
washed or cleaned Dirt, sweat and 
germs accumulate on inner soles and aic 
never removed Athlete's foot 'bugs in 
cubate beautifully inside shoes as a re 
suit of heat, darkness and moisture — all 
of which are present " 


Shoes should be washed regularly with 


a one per cent solution of potassium pei 
mangenate or one of the patent athlete <• 
foot remedies 


"If any of the problems we have dis 


cussed persist," Dr Walker conclude^ 


the person should see a podiatrist It 
may cost a little more than buying a 
drug store remedy, but they often aic 
ineffective 
If foot problems go unat 


tended, they can become very serious "

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LieboldPs Friends To Take Lie Tests

Three friends of Waldemar Liebold, 


the missing Des Plaines man whose 
blood-stained car was found a week,ago 
in Chicago, have agreed to take Be detec- 
tor tests, according to Des Plaines po- 
lice. 


Liebold, 40, of 910 Beau Dr., Des 


Plaines, is the owner of the My Pair 
Lady beauty salon, 805-808 N. Northwest 
Highway, Park Ridge. 


,He was last seen by several of his 


employes Sept. 4 when he left the salon 
for the weekend. One of the employes 
reported the man missing Sept. 9 when 
he failed to appear at the shop for the 
third consecutive working day. 


Des Plaines detectives said yesterday 


they interviewed three Chicago men who 
were said to be close friends of Liebold's. 


All three men reportedly live near the 


spot where Liebold's 1971 brown and yel- 
low Toronado was found late Thursday 
night. 


The car,. which reportedly had been 


parked near the Hyde Park YMCA on E. 
53 St. in Chicago for at least 48 hours 
when discovered, had blood stains on the 
front seat and in the trunk, according to 
police. 


THE BLOOD HAS been described as 


"definitely human" by one investigator, 
but it has not yet been determined if the 
blood was of the same type as that of the 
missing man. 


Police said they have not been able to 


determine Liebold's blood type because 
he apparently has not had a blood test 
since he came to this country from Ger- 
many 10 to 12 years ago. 


Police said the three men were inter- 


viewed Tuesday and all denied having 


anything to do with Liebold's dis- 
appearance. "They all said they would 
take the lie test because they said they 
have nothing to hide," a Des Plaines de- 
tective said yesterday. 


He said he would arrange to have the 


men take the polygraph tests "as soon as 
it's practical." 


Liebold, who is not married, was 


known to be a frequent visitor to several 
South Su'e Chicago nightclubs, police 
said. 


He has been described as 5 feet 8 


inches, 158 pounds, brown hair and blue 
eyes. He is said to be balding and some- 
times wears a hairpiece. 


Police said Liebold normally wears 


"flashy sportsclothes," a SVa-carat octa- 
gon diamond ring and a 33-carat topaz 
ring.

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Some Substitutes Are Health Hazards 
Use Phosphate Detergent, U.S. Urges 


WASHINGTON (UP!) - The govern- 


ment has urged state and local govern- 
ments to reconsider any laws they have 
passed banning use of detergents con- 
taining phosphates. Officials said many 
substitue products constitute a health 
hazard. 


Instead of continuing its policy of forc- 


ing detergent manufacturers to seek sub- 
stitutes for phosphates, the government 
will now help finance removal of phos- 
phates through special treatment at sew- 


age plants, the official said. 


Phosphates, while not a contaminant 


themselves, contribute to water pollution 
by promoting growth of water plants, us- 
ing up oxygen in water and killing other 
life. 


Some local governments have banned 


the use of phosphate detergents. 


But Surgeon General Jesse L. Steinfeld 


told a news conference, "My advice to 
the housewife at this time is to use a 
phosphate detergent. The safest thing in

William D. Ruckelshaus, administrator 


of the Environmental Protection Agency 
EPA, said the government would help fi- 
nance removal of phosphates at, sewage 
treatment plants. He estimated it would 
cost the federal government up to $500 
million to upgrade the plants. 


Dr. Charles C. Edwards, commissioner 


of the Food and Drug Administration 
FDA, said his agency was already re- 
quiring warning labels on containers for 
detergents that contain caustic phosphate 
substitutes. The FDA is considering man- 
datory "children proof" packaging as 
well. 


Ruckelshaus urged that each state and 


city with a ban or limitation on phos- 
phate detergents reconsider its position. 


Phosphates are used in more than 90 


per cent of laundry components and act 
as a water softener.

Hunter Abuse 


Is Undeserved 


, 


Hunters increasingly have been 


getting a bad rap, and we can't 
think of a better time to come to 
their defense than now, as we enter 
another sequence of hunting sea- 
sons. 


There long has been an anti-hunt- 


ing segment in this country, not 
surprising because hunting does in- 
volve the taking of forms of life, 
and because it is the nature of our 
way to have segments "anti-" to 
virtually everything. 


But — coincidental to the rising 


f e r v o r for ecology and con- 
servation — the anti-hunting senti- 
ment has been taking on strident 
new tones. It is becoming so severe 
that some groups — such as the 
Washington. 
D f.-b a s e d 
Com- 


mittee for Humane Legislation and 
the New York City-based Friends 
of Animals — have launched cam- 
paigns to get hunting banned in the 
United States. 


We are in profound disagreement 


with any such maneuver, and we 
tiiink the anti-hunting sentiment — 
at best — is well-intentioned but 
badly misguided. 


Lest we be accused of con- 


tradiction, this position in no way 
alters our traditional stands on gun 
control 
and 
environmental pre- 


servation. We still feel very strong- 
lv for both. 


Hut sensible legislation aimed at 


toning down the sale and flow of 
cutis in this country really has 
nothing to do with hunting. And, 
though we have been and will con- 
t i n u e 
t o 
be 
ardently con- 


servationist, we do part company 
v.ith those ecologists who carry 
their shrill cries to the conclusion 
that hunting is inherently evil and 
hris no place in civilized society. 
We simply feel they don't know 
what they're talking about. 


Conservation and hunting are not 


;it all incompatible: witness the 
fart that some of this country's 
foremost conservationists — begin- 
ning with John James Audubon, 
Clifford 
Pinchot 
and 
Theodore 


Roosevelt — were also ardent hunt- 
ers and fishermen. And witness the 
fact that one of this country's most 
significant conservation organiza- 
tions — the National Wildlife Fed- 
eration — not only debunks the 
anti-hunting theories, but officially 
endorses hunting as a valuable 
means of insuring ecological bal- 
ance. 


The truth — though some arm- 


chair 
or 
weekend-in-the-country 


erologists might not like to admit it 
— is that hunters and fishermen 
know more about the Fight than 
most of us. 


They know what must be saved, 


and why, because they live with it 
in forest, field and stream. They 
appreciate their quarry far more 
than they're given credit for in 
emotional tirades branding them 
as murderers, and they often can 
tell better than any legislator or 
c i t y-bound conservationist 
how 


much protection is needed for any 
given species. 


The history of conservation in 


this country reveals that it was the 
hunters and fishermen who took 
the lead In preserving wildlife, far 
earlier than the new enthusiasm 


for conservation and ecology took 
form. 


They did it through formation of 


groups like Ducks Unlimited, Trout 
Unlimited and the Izaak Walton 
League, 
and 
by 
providing — 


through license fees and excise 
taxes — most of the money that 
has been spent on wildlife and 
habitat preservation. 


In states like Illinois, New York, 


California, Michigan and Wiscon- 
sin, millions of dollars come in an- 
nually in license fees, and gets 
plowed directly back into con- 
servation. On the federal level, one 
tax alone — the 11 per cent Pitt- 
man-Robertson levy on guns and 
ammunition — has provided more 
than S435 million since 1937. 


This money goes into the pur- 


chase of land from which all of us 
benefit, and to the protection of 
nongame as well as game species, 
and all of it comes from sports- 
men. 


As just one example, there likely 


would be very few deer and no bea- 
ver, wild turkey or prairie chick- 
ens in Illinois today without this 
support from sportsmen. Literally 
driven out and killed off when 
their habitat underwent transfor- 
mation by axe and plow, these spe- 
cies all exist here again, and all 
but the prairie chicken in sufficient 
numbers to again be hunted and 
trapped. 


Hunting and fishing rules — the 


setting of season and bag limits — 
play a key role in wildlife manage- 
ment, which.is why the sports are 
endorsed by the National Wildlife 
Federation. Game biologists have 
learned that it is better to allow 
harvesting of a small number of 
animals and birds to thin the herds 
and flocks, than it is to let species 
compete unchecked for room and 
food. 


With overpopulation, far more 


die. and through more agonizing 
causes, such as starvation. And 
worse, future generations can be 
affected, as happened in Michigan 
this past winter and spring. Doe 
hunting was banned in the Upper 
Peninsula's fall deer season, and 
the result was that so many does 
came through a severe winter in 
such 
weakened 
condition that 


75.000 
of an 
estimated 
100,000 


fawns were stillborn or died short- 
ly after birth. 


Happily, despite the attacks, the 


support for hunting, fishing and 
sensible game management seems 
to be holding strength. Congress is 
even considering a resolution to set 
aside the fourth Saturday in Sep- 
tember — Sept 25 this year — as 
National Hunting and Fishing Day. 


We enthusiastically endorse that 


move as a fitting tribute to the 
more than 50 million men and 
women who hunt and fish in this 
country, and in recognition of their 
contributions to fish, bird, animal 
and land preservation. 


To the anti-hunting segment, we 


urge a concentration of the emo- 
tion and fury against the things 
that have really threatened this na- 
tion's natural order; the gener- 
ations 
of bulldozing, 
dredging, 


damming, mining, cutting and pol- 
luting that have made much of the 
country unfit for wildlife, and us.

Prison Reform A Church Challenge 


by REV.

The agenda of the national church con- 


ferences has been crowded with Vietnam 
and the Black Experience for several 
years. Neither topic is exhausted and 
neither situation concluded. But other 
concerns are starting to emerge to jar 
the conscience of the Christian communi- 
ty. Rehabilitation, prisons and prison re- 
form are coming to the top of the list. 


The sensational trials and the horrify- 


ing disruptions that have circled promi- 
nent prisoners has shaken the public at 
large. While these celebrity prisoners 
and explosive causes demand attention, 
they are not related to the long-term 
question that is being raised: What can 
happen or'what is developing to give us a 
better feeling for the place and purpose 
of the jail, reform school, detention cen- 
ter and penitentiary? 


The first interest of the religious com- 


munity in times past for the prisoner 
was as an act of compassion for those 
who were despised and fallen and re- 
jected. This motif is traced throughout 
the New Testament and on into the early 


Christian era. At the same time, Chris- 
tians (even Jesus) has been under arrest 
and conviction for their faith. So an even 
greater concern demanded the attention 
and observation of the Church: Its own 
people were behind bars for the faith. 
Century by century, the Christian church 
has had this twin concern for the de- 
spised of men and the devoted of the 
saints. 


But now a third 
factor 
is being 


weighed by churchmen — the innocent. 
What is the Christian outreach for the 
individual and family that is being victi- 
mized by the soaring crime rate and by 
the collapse of our prison-rehabilitation 
system to change the habits, motivatons 
and impulses of the criminals? Can the 
citizen in an urban society stand the on- 
slaught of the addict who preys on the 
unprotected, the elderly, the innocent to 
satisfy his craving for drugs? Can New 
York City, for instance, endure 
the 


chronic habits of 100,000 addicts, many of 
them three and four-time losers, revolv- 
ing in and out of prison and convulsing 
the public with their deadly problem? 


Thoughtful churchmen are now facing 


the needs of the forgotten: the victims, 
the afraid, and the innocent and they are 
almost everybody. Two options have now 
beeen discussed that will surely be topics 
for the days ahead: 


1—The establishment 
of prison co- 


lonies. Society has used the isolated turf- 
concept before, be it a Devil's Island or 
an American frontier settlement. It may 
be that segments of restricted land will 
be the sentence that double and triple 
offenders will receive — for the rest of 
their lives. Their own families or wives 
may have the choice of entering this en- 
clave or not. But somehow the com- 
pacted, vulnerable community has to be 
protected from the offender. 


2—The operation of prisons by indepen- 


dent, profit-oriented corporations. Tax- 
payers are putting up $8,000 to $10,000 a 
year per inmate. A new tack might be to 
pay a creative group a bonus for every 
convict who is rehabilitated and stays 
straight, even for 18 months. We have to 
have new ideas for old moral dilemmas.

congestion. I spotted white smoke from 
Roselle Road.

As we pulled away from the corner I no- 
ticed the shocked, bewildered face of a 
woman, who appeared .hastily dressed, 
as she stood in the charred doorframe. 
Smoke was wisping around her feet. A 
man, with his sleeevs rolled up, was 
stepping carefully over a fallen beam in- 
side the store. His shirt was very white 
against the blackened cave of this busi- 
ness establishment long devoted to beau- 
ty and color and life.

lic debt should be reduced, the arrogance 
of officialdom should be curtailed, lest 
(we) become bankrupt. The mob should 
be forced to work and not depend on gov- 
ernment subsistence." 


Perhaps the foregoing quote sounds 


similar to some professor theorizing this 
nation's problems, but as history may 
well be repeated, that was written by Ci- 
cero (whose advice was not followed> 
prior to the fall of the Roman Empire. 


Envision the fall of the United States 


empire and guess who will be around to 
pick up the pieces. Although the follow- 
ing quote is a few years off, more cur- 
rent history reveals that in 1931 a Soviet 
official (Dmitri Manuilski, a one-time 
presiding officer of the United Nations 
Security Council) stated to the Lenin 
School of Political Warfare in Moscow: 
"War to the hilt between communism 
and capitalism is inevitable. Today, of 
course, we are not strong enough to at- 
tack. Our time will come in twenty or 
thirty years. To win we shall need the 
element of surprise. The bourgeoisie will 
have to be put to sleep. So we shall begin 
by launching the most spectacular peace 
movement on record. There will be elec- 
trifying overtures and unheard-of-con- 
cessions. The capitalistic countries, stu- 
pid and decadent, will rejoice to cooper- 
ate in their own destruction. They will 
leap at another chance to be friends. As 
soon as their guard is down, we shall 
smash them with our clenched fist." 


I don't understand why Mr. Nixon 


doesn't examine the hounds and wolves 
in the backyard of the government be- 
fore he puts the leash on me, and also, 
for what purpose does Mr. Nixon travel 
to Red China? Is the United States so 
"stupid and decadent" that we must 
heed the advice of Syngman Rhee of 
Korea when he warned, "If all you seek 
is survival, then surrender, because the 
Communists do not kill their slaves."

NEW YORK (UPI) - A nation needs 


energy to survive and prosper in today's 
world. Even then it may not survive un- 
less world pollution is brought under con- 
trol. 


Why. 
then, ask many scientists and 


energy experts, is the United States al- 
lowing Russia to get such a big lead in 
an energy producing technique that gives 
"more bang for the buck" and is pollu- 
tion free? 


They refer to magnetohydrodynamics 


MHD. the art of generating electricity 
by direct heat conversion. Russia, which 
doesn't toss money around lightly, al- 
ready has three such plants in com- 
mercial operation. 


The Soviets are said to be from three 


to ten years ahead of the United States 
even though the U.S. and West Germany 
agreed recently to cooperate on MHD 
plants Their feasibility has been studied 
for years by General Electric, Avco, 
Westinghouse, General Dynamics, Mar- 
tin and the American Electric Power 
Service Corp. 


On March 25, 1971, the Russian govern- 


ment announced it had achieved a 
"breakthrough" with a thermionic con- 
verter system. Like MHD, it is capable 
of converting nuclear energy directly 
into electricity rather than through heat- 
ing steam to drive a turbine generator. 
And like MHD, it depends largely on ce- 
sium, the most easily ionized of all met- 
als and one that burns instantly and ex- 
plosvely on contact with oxygen. 


Direct heat conversion in the MHD 


process 
involves 
seeding 
a 
helium 


plasma with cesium. The ionized gas 
then circulates under great heat between 
electromagnets. As the ionized atoms 
pass between the magnets, the electrons 
circulate in one direction and the nuclei 
in the other. Such separation of negative 
and positive electric charges produces 
voltage. 


Chemalloy Minerals Ltd. of Toronto, 


Canada, is the company most likely to 
profit by any MHD boom. Its mine at 
Bernic Lake, Manitoba, has the largest 
cesium deposits in the world and the only 
substantive one in the Western Hemi- 
sphere. Two smaller deposits, totalling 
about half the Bernic field, are being 
worked in Africa

vrmbrr. What medical expenses can I 
deduct when I file my return next year? 


A) All of the following would be deduc- 


tible as medical expenses if the total ex- 
ceeds three per cent of income: pay- 
ments made this year to physicians, sur- 
geons, etc. for medical services, and 
payments made for hospital services, 
medicines and drugs, meals and lodging 
in the hospital and travel to and from the 
hospital and the obstetrician's 
office. 


However, only the expenses you paid and 
for which you were not reimbursed are 
deductible. Some items not deductible 
are maternity clothes and the costs of 
diaper service. 


Also, don't forget the exemption for 


your new dependent. 


Q) Is it true that the standard deduc- 


tion has been increased? 


A) Yes. When you file your return next 


year, the percentage standard deduction 
will be 13% of adjusted gross income up 
to a $1,500 maximum — up from 10 per 
cent antl a $1,000 maximum for 1970 Of 
course, if the low income allowance is 
larger, it would be allowed instead. 


Q) My mother is the beneficiary ol my 


father's life insurance policy. Would 
those benefits be taxable to her? 


A) Generally, life insurance benefits 


that are paid in a lump sum because of 
death are not taxable. If benefits are 
paid in installments, however, interest in 
excess of $1,000 each year is taxable to 
the widow. 


Details on insurance benefits may be 


found In Publication 525. Taxable Income 
and Non-Taxable Income. Send a post- 
card to your IRS District office for a free 
copy. 


Q) Where can I get a W-4 Form to in- 


crease my withholding and keep from 
owing money when I file my return next 
year? 


A) The payroll department where you 


work should have withholding exemption 
certificates 'Form W-4). But you can 
also get one by contacting your local IRS 
office. 


An employe who wants to change his 


withholding can fill out this form and 
have more tax withheld by claiming few- 
er exemptions. If more withholding is 
necessary, he can then ask to have addi- 
tional amounts of money withheld.

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Debate Nixon Plan On Gold Value 


by LEA TONKIN 


The value of gold was set free of its 


traditional fixed relationship to the dollar 
in President Nixon's Aug. 15 announce- 
ment of a New Prosperity Plan to curb 
inflation, cut unemployment and protect 
the American dollar. The effect of this 
move on the value of gold as an inter- 
national standard of value and its mean- 
ing for the American economy were the 
subject of a Monday night debate in Ar- 
lington Heights. 


Several hundred area business and civ- 


ic leaders attended the session at Arling- 
ton Park Towers sponsored by the Subur- 
ban Bank Group and Motorola, Inc., 
Communications Division. 


Taking opposite positions on the gold 


issue were Sioma Kagan, professor of in- 
ternational business and economic ad- 
viser to several corporations; and Franz 
Pick, an author and currency authority. 


"The fixed relationship between gold 


and the dollar has been thrown into the 
ashcjm of history." said Kagan. He noted 
th.it Americans are still avid collectors 
of dollars no longer backed by gold. 


"The role of gold remained in exis- 


tence until Aug. 15," he continued. He 
said gold was used in the settlement of 
national debts caused by trade deficits, 
overseas military commitments and for- 
eign capital investments by American 
companies. 


A country runs deficits when domestic 


inflation is faster than its foreign com- 
petitors, according to Kagan. "We have 
been continuously running a rate of price 
increases greater than our foreign com- 
petitors," he said. 


"THE ONLY SOLUTION is to reduce 


inflation so it is less than in other coun- 
tries." Kaean said. Nixon tried for two 
vrars to accomplish this goal, ending up 
with the worst of all possible worlds: 
greater unemployment and inflation and 
l a c k l u s t e r production, Kagan said.

"Something had to give, and what did 
was gold," he commented. 


The gold issue is secondary to other 


policy issues, according to Kagan, "The 
real issue is the comparative price levels 
of different countries," he said. The 
problem of reconciling full employment 
and price stability should not be under- 
estimated since the continuous pressure 
of labor unions for higher wages has 
been faster than the productivity increas- 
es in the U.S., he said.

Kagan said if there is an international 


agreement to change the currency stan- 
dard it will probably be on a slow time- 
table. The U.S. would gain by adopting 
another standard, he said, because gold 
is sterile compared to other measures of 
value such as real goods. The largest 
producers of gold as South Africa could 
be hurt if gold is abandoned but the met- 
al's use in jewelry and industrial appli- 
cations would take up the slack within 
several years, according to Kagan. 


LOOKING AT the gold issue from a 


different angle, Pick said, "For 
cen- 


turies governments have tried to master 
gold only to find that it has mastered 
them." Corruption is this country's big- 
gest enterprise according to Pick. He be- 
lieves currency as a creature of the in- 
stitution of law will fluctuate in value as 
long as corruption continues, in contrast 
to the constant value of gold. 


"Due to corruption our dollar is now 


the mini dollar and is on its way to be- 
coming the microdollar," Pick said. The 
destiny of every currency is devaluation, 
killing off investment and yield, he 
added. 


Terming the President's new economic 


policies "comic book decisions," he said 
the U.S. has run into monetary bank- 
ruptcy. He cited the government debts at 
national, state and local levels of $3% 
trillion. He said the pressure on Japan 
and European countries to up-value their 
currencies in relationship to the Ameri- 
can dollar is an effort to force them to 
pay for U.S. mistakes. 


The only solution to the problem is to 


give complete freedom of gold ownership 
in the world, and one day it will return to 
this country, Pick said. This cannot be 
done with coercion but with confidence, 
he said, citing the channeling of gold into 
the central banks of Switzerland. 
•• 


THERE IS NO hedge against inflation 


within the law, according to Pick. He 


Franz Pick 


said the purchase of improved real es- 
tate, works of art and other assets will 
not protect their owners from inflation. 
Purchasing gold is illegal but will ac- 
complish this purpose, he said. 


A rebuttal and questions from a panel 


and the audience followed the presenta- 
tions. Asked about the effect of a pos- 
sible announcement by Russia of the 
ruble as a fully convertible currency 
backed by gold, Kagan said it would 
have little importance in the world mar- 
ket.

Dear Dorothy: We moved into our new 


home which was already carpeted wall- 
to-wall. Everything was fine until humid 
weather set in. There is no stain I can 
spot, but such a dreadful odor is coming 
from the carpet that I'm beside myself. 
Somebody said you mentioned activated 
charcoal as the best thing for odors. Will 
it work in this case? And where do I get 
the charcoal? —Janicp H 


I feel for you, Janice. This is one of the 


trickiest of all problems. Even cleaners 
who can assure a clean carpet cannot 
guarantee that they will be successful in 
permanently removing an odor. It could 
have been started by animal accidents, 
or it could be plain mildew. It could be in 
the padding or have seeped to the floor 
beneath. Some people have had ihis kind 
of problem so seriously they have had to 
take up the whole carpeting. 


Assuming you have some idea where 


the odor is centered, you can try the 
granules used to line kitten boxes. Pick a 
small area, dampen ever so slightly (you 
don't want water to go through to the 
padding) and sprinkle on a layer of gran- 
ules. Let stay 24 to 48 hours. If it seems

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Old 'Missile Gap9 Warnings May Return To Headlines 


by BAY CROMLEY 
NEA Military Analyst 


WASHINGTON - If an international 


contest were held today to determine 
which of the superpowers had the most 
defensive muscle, the United States 
would win - but not by much. 


But if the same contest were held a 


decade hence, the outcome might not be 
the same. 


This clear consensus is the result of a 


Defense 
In the '70s 


private survey made by this correspond- 
ent in the course of a six-month study of 
the American and Soviet military estab- 
lishments. 


Don't be surprised if the old "missile 


gap" returns to the headlines, because 
many military strategists have begun to 
worry about it again. 


The facts, at the moment, are these: 
1. American missiles are more accu- 


rate than the Soviet varieties and are 
more invulnerable to enemy attack. 


2. American naval power is superior to 


the Soviet Union's, mainly because the 


U.S. Navy has had years of first-hand 
war experience. The Soviet navy has had 
no actual battle testing in 25 years. 


3. The U. S. Army has also stood the 


test of battle for many years, a plus fac- 
tor, but has also been demoralized be- 
cause of Vietnam, a minus factor. 


4. The Soviet trend line is moving up at 


a steady rate in missile building, subma- 
rine and ship construction and in mili- 
tary space experiments. The growth rate 
in numbers and, in some cases, tech- 
nology, has been greater than the U.S. 
rate. 


AMERICAN strategists point out that 


the development of military technology 
in the Soviet Union and the accom- 
panying research are moving ahead too 
rapidly for comfort. 


In most situations, however, the Soviet 


Union is doing no more than catching up 
to the American position. No one yet 
knows where they will go when they do 
catch up, and by the time this is learned 
(the state of the intelligence arts being 
what it is), it could be too late to react. 


But what makes many observers skep- 


tical about this sort of information is that 
the country has been through the "mis- 
sile gap" exercise before. 


For example, in the 1950s, it was ar- 


gued in very high places that there 
would soon be a bomber gap. Indications 
were that the Soviet Union had em-

But the "mis- 
sile gap" never developed, if it ever ac- 
tually existed in the first place.

sians not only scored a clear space beat 
but also an education and propaganda 
triumph. The tiny satellite demonstrated 
that the Soviet Union could do what the 
Americans had not yet done. The "moon 
race" began and the Americans rushed 
to catch up and, ultimately, win the con- 
test — at a cost not yet calculated. 


Once again, we are being warned of a 


"missile gap" in the form of a new So- 
viet first-strike capability, the SS-9 ICBM 


and a possible improvement which may 
be off the drawing boards. 


Obviously, it is no wonder that many 


are skeptical of dire warnings about an 
impending missile gap, especially when 
enunciated at budget times. 


As Herbert Scoville, former CIA depu- 


ty director told the Senate Armed Ser- 
vices Committee, "In essentially all 
cases the threat to the U.S. deterrent is 
less than was estimated in 1969 and the 
United States already has programs in 
being, or available for rapid deployment 
if required, which can insure the mainte- 
nance of a secure deterrent for the for- 
seeable future." 


IF ONE FOLLOWS the odds, then, it's 


likely there will again be no "missile 
gap." 


But the question remains: Can the U.S. 


government follow the odds when so 
much is at stake? Sane men remain 
cautious. 


If this government overreacts by build- 


ing armaments which turn out to be un- 
necessary, the American long-term de- 
fense posture is seriously weakened. By 
spending billions on "today's" weapons, 
there is less to spend on long-term re- 
search and development. 


If, on the other hand, the warnings are 


finally correct, the security of the coun- 
try is seriously weakened. 


It is a dilemma which this country is 


now facing.

a long way from the old "cold turkey" 
days of a screaming addict "coming 
down" in a panic. Synthetic drugs such 
as Methadone are given in decreasing 
dosages over a two-week period to elimi- 
nate drug dependency "painlessly." 


After detoxification Irene will go into 


the regular program — a four-month 
combination of intense psychological 
treatment combined, where possible, 
with vocational training and education. 
Emphasis is placed on getting high 
school equivalency diplomas for all ad- 
dicts and giving them job skills they can 
use when they get out. 


CRITICS OF THE state program say 


that four month's treatment time is too 
short. But recent state budget cuts elimi- 


nated 4,000 beds in the program and 
Jones was faced with reducing the treat- 
ment time, which in some cases had last- 
ed 18 months to two years, or bar admis- 
sion to new addicts. He choose the short 
treatment. 


At the end of the four months they are 


put on after-care. This program varies. 
Some, if they have jobs, are seen once a 
week and checked for drug use. Others 
are put in half-way houses where they 
are free during the day but must return 
every night. 


Jones believes New York state's pro- 


gram is slowly making a dent on the nar- 
cotics problem, but the road ahead is 
long and costly and the results are going 
to be slow,

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Thousands Of Vietnamese Have Made Homes In France 


(EDITOR'S NOTE: The author is 


Paris bureau chief of the Westlnghouse

PARIS - While the spotlight plays on 


the Parts peace talks, watching in the 
shadows is a little-known, but giant-sized 
community of Vietnamese who have cho- 
sen to live here rather than in North or 
South Vietnam. Their fate, like that of 
their compatriots back home, hangs in 
the balance in Paris. 


Saigon-born Truong Thanhdam has 


made a study of this little Vietnam in 
France and reports: 


"Nobody knows how many Vietnamese 


there are in France. I have received esti- 
mates of anywhere from 30.000 to 200,000. 
The Vietnamese community is. like Viet- 
nam, divided. There are some who sup- 
port Hanoi and the Viet Cong, others who 
support the Saigon government. 


"And 
there are large numbers of Viet- 


namese who are neutral, who don't like 
or support either side, or who are simply 
indifferent to politics, or who just want 
to live their own lives in peace and for-

get the war. This is probably the biggest 
group of all." 


MANY VIETNAMESE came here dur- 


ing World Wars I and II, but larger num- 
bers arrived when the French withdrew 
from Indochina in 1954. Many students 
also come to study, and often to avoid 
the draft. 


Miss Truong says that the Vietnamese 


expatriates include lawyers, politicians, 
writers, shopkeepers, restaurant owners, 
engineers, fashion designers and doctors.

One Vietnamese has the most unusual 
profession of all — he runs the biggest 
chain of sex shops in France. 


One of the most distinguished exiles is 


white-haired Tran Van Huu, a former 
prime minister of South Vietnam. He 
says that the Vietnamese in France all 
want to go home. Huu heads a "Com- 
mittee for Peace and Renovation of 
South Vietnam." 


Not all Vietnamese are here for politi- 


cal reasons. President Thieu sends his

children to school in Paris. Other once- 
prominent Saigon figures include Ma- 
dame Ngo Dinh Nhu, sister-in-law of the 
assassinated President Diem; Gen. Ngu- 
yen Khanh, a former president who has 
opened a restaurant, and the Vietnamese 
emperor, Bao Dai. 


Lately, Bao Dai has been cautiously 


floating trial balloons for a return to pub- 
lic life. He has been telling friends in 
Paris that he is prepared to serve as a 
peace mediator in Vietnam, if called 
upon. 


Bao Dai has been all things to all men. 


He headed a puppet regime set up by the 
Japanese occupation in 1945. For a brief 
period he was counselor to North Viet- 
namese President Ho Chi Mini). He 
reigned as head of state under the 
French colonial regime. Since 1955, when 
he was deposed by Diem, he has been 
living in France. 


He has been called both a "has-been" 


and a "symbol of reunification." 


ONE OF THE earliest expatriates to 


settle in Paris was a retoucher of photo- 
graphs, part-time pastry cook and bud- 
ding revolutionary named Nguyen Tat 
Thanh. He lived in a tiny Montmartre 
flat at the end of World War I and even- 
tually became president of North Viet- 


nam — as Ho Chi Minh. Vietnamese 
have been flocking to the country ever 
since, some to follow in Ho's footsteps, 
others to carve out new lives for them- 
selves and their families. 


Most of the Vietnamese in France have 


relatives in Vietnam, both north and 
south, and so they remain concerned for 
their country. Says Truong Thanhdam • 


"I wish that Vietnam would be left 


alone to itself. We are fighting with for 
eign weapons, for foreign ideologies. The 
propaganda on both sides, CommunH 
and capitalist, has imbedded itself in the 
minds of our people and has created a 
great fear and distrust among ourselvey 


"That is what leads us to fight without 


understanding what it really means. The 
solution for peace in Vietnam is to make 
the people be at peace within them- 
selves, to end the fear and distrust and. 
most of all, to stop accepting foreign 
weapons."

Accident Must 
Be Reported 


The Chicago Motor CIub-AAA is urging 


motorists to become familiar with the 
law regarding reporting of motor vehicle 
accidents. 


An accident report must be filed by 


each driver involved if damage to any 
one person's property exceeds $100 or if 
any bodily injury was sustained. 


A 1969 law, which changed the require- 


ments for proving financial responsi- 
bility, apparently has caused some con- 
fusion. This law relieved motorists in- 
volved in accidents from proving finan- 
cial responsibility if there were no in- 
juries and less than-$250 damage to the 
property of one person. Formerly, this 
minimum property damage was $100, the 
same minimum requiring an accident re- 
port be filed. But while the financial re- 
sponsibility minimum was raised to $250, 
the accident report requirement remains 
at $100. 


The increase in the limit of financial 


responsibility — proof is required in 
cases of damage exceeding $250 — was 
intended to recognize the increased costs 
of vehicle repairs.

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Part 2: Vision And Sports 
Eye Care Tips For All Athletes 


(Last of Two Articles) 
by DAVID HENDIN 


NEW YORK - (NBA) - Everybody 


participating in athletics or recreational 
pastimes should be aware of the need for 
adequate vision. The Society for Visual 
Care offers these vision tips for athletes 


BASEBALL. Fast and accurate hand- 


eye coordination and coordination of both 
eyes (binocular coordination) are neces- 
sary in baseball, along with good per- 
ipheral or side vision and superior depth 
perception. 


Among those who wear glasses, con- 


tact lenses are often the best solution. If 
regular glasses are worn, the lenses 
should be large and give a wide field of 
view. Plastic or impact-resistant glasses 
are preferred. 


BASKETBALL. Highly developed side 


vision is vitally important in basketball. 
The ability to focus on an object 20 feet 
away or farther, and excellent depth per- 
ception are also necessary. 


If regular glasses are worn, plastic len- 


ses and a strap that attaches to the tem- 


ples and behind the head should be used. 


BOWLING. Whether you are a "pin," 


"line" or "spot" bowler, the ability to 
focus clearly on distant objects is a 
must. Good depth perception and good 
foot-hand-eye coordination are also es- 
sential. 


If the bifocal-wearing bowler finds that 


the bifocal segment of his 
regular 


glasses is too high and interferes with his 
vision, he should have a special pair of 
lenses without bifocals made for bowling. 


FISHING. The ability to focus on near 


(for baiting) or distant (for accurate cas- 
ting) objects, along with good depth per- 
ception, are required. Fishermen are of- 
ten faced with the problem of glare, and 
prescription sunglasses are advisable. 


FOOTBALL. Getting the whole picture 


at a glance is the most important visual 
skill needed by the football player. A 
wide field of side vision is also impor- 
tant. 


Focusing quickly and accurately on a 


distant object is more important for 
backs and ends than for interior linemen. 
When vision correction is necessary, con- 
tact lenses must be used. 


TENNIS. Tennis is a sport of triple 


movement with associated visual judg- 
ments — the player, the ball and the op- 
ponent. 


The tennis player's split-second timing 


must be based on a foundation of good 
side vision, good focusing on distant ob-

are color blind and have particular 
trouble distinguishing between red and 
green. For modern hunting safety it is 
advisable to wear a bright orange hunt- 
ing cap and clothing instead of red.

said. 


Q I had my house for sale in July for 


$:in.ooo and could not sell it so I withdrew 
it from the market. Now conditions have 
changed to such a degree that I have a 
chance to sell it at $32,000. Am I bound to 
the $30,000 at which the house was origi- 
nally offered? 


A. No, you would not be bound by the 


earlier price. In a revision of an earlier 
interpretation of the freeze order, the 
OEP said that if you can establish that 
$32.000 is the fair market price, then that 
is the figure that will be lawful. 


Q. I was planning to sell my home in 


mid-September but am uncertain now 
what to do How does the President's or- 
der affect the sale of my home? 


A Since your house was not on the 


market prior to Aug. 15, it is not gov- 
erned by any set ceiling. The price you 
ask. however, must be the fair market 
value of the home at the time you place 
it on the market 


Q. I understand that I may increase 


the rent on apartment units I own on 
which substantial improvements 
have 


been made. What are "substantial im- 
provements?" 
By how much can 
the 


rents be raised over the rent prevailing 
during the base period9 


A While you may increase the rent on 


a rental unit on which substantial im- 
provements have been made, there are 
cr-rtain guidelines that must be followed. 
"Substantial improvements" are capital 
improvements as classified by the Inter- 
nal Revenue Service 


Improvements must involve an ex- 


penditure equal to at least three months' 


rent and, in any event, must cost at least 
$250. The increase in the monthly rent 
may not be more than 1.5 per cent of the 
amount spent for capital or substantial 
improvements could be made. In this 
capital improvements, you could raise a 
$200 monthly rental by $15 — in effect, a 
7.5 per cent increase in the rent. 


The same situation would exist on the 


leasing of an apartment which had been 
vacant for some time so that repairs or 
improvments could be made. In this 
case, the same criterion for substantial 
improvements is used, and the rent 
would be based on rents for similar 
apartments in similar conditions of re- 
pair or improvement. (This is an ex- 
pansion on the answers to two questions 
in last week's summary.) 


Q. The rent I pay on the store space I 


lease is a set figure plus a perrcentage of 
the gross receipts. Thus, in September, 
I will be paying more rent than I did in 
the period prior to Aug. 14. Is this per- 
mitted by the freeze order? 


A. Yes, it is. The basic rent, if any, 


and the percentage rate is frozen by the 
order, but not the total resulting from 
the application of the percentage provi- 
sion. 


Q. I own several rental units, and the 


leases on each contain tax escalation 
clauses which provide for rent increases 
if the property taxes increase. Are these 
escalation clauses effective 
under the 


rent freeze order? 


A. No, they are not. The opinions and 


interpretations issued in respect to tax 
escalation clauses in leases were in- 
dicative of the confusion wich reigned in 
Washington when the wage, price, and 
rent freeze was first announced by Presi- 
dent Nixon. Initially, it was felt that 
these clauses would not be effective and 
that rents could not be raised to the de- 
gree necessary to take care of the prop- 
erty tax boost. Soon after that opinion, 
another was rendered which said that 
rents could he increased. The Cost of 
Living Council has now reversed the sec- 
ond opinion and declared that rents may 
not be increased to cover rises in proper- 
ty taxes, so the original interpretation 
stands

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Are Increasing 


The Federal Reserve Bank of Chicago 


recently reported on deposit inflows and 
other activities of Seventh 
District 


banks. 


NET DEPOSIT INFLOWS at district 


member banks for the first half of 1971 
were almost eight times as large as in 
the first half of 1970. In both years, time 
deposit inflows accounted for most of the 
gain. But this year demand accounts 
rose, in contrast to the first half of 1970 
when there was a decline of almost $1.0 
billion in demand deposits. 


U.S. Government deposits declined be- 


tween December 1970 and June 1971, but 
the decline was more than offset by in- 
creases in interbank and other demand 
deposits; primarily those of businesses, 
individuals, and non-federal 
govern- 


mental units. During the first half of 
1970, 
U.S. Government deposits 
in- 


creased, while interbank and other de- 
mand deposits declined substantially. 


Relatively few large banks often domi- 


nate district totals. However, smaller 
banks experienced the same pattern of 
deposit changes as did the district aggre- 
gates. 


In 1970, the 12 Federal Reserve Banks 


processed about eight billion checks, 
transferring over $3.5 trillion. The Feder- 
al Reserve Bank of Chicago handled 
about 15 per cent of the checks, account- 
ing for slightly more than 13 per cent of 
the amount cleared. Operating three 
shifts per day, six days a week, an aver- 
age of three million items were pro- 
cessed each day in 1970. On a typical 
day, 
more than half the total number of 


items were fo'r less than $25 but account- 
ed for only 2 per cent of the total dollar 
amount. On the other hand, one-third of 
total dollar volume was accounted for by 
items over $25,000 — 0.1 per cent of the 
total number of items. 


Small banks are not as small as they 


were five years ago. Between year-end 
1965 and 1970, the proportion of insured 
district banks with deposits under $10 
million declined from 71 per cent to 56 


per cent. The number of district banks in 
each of the three deposit-size groups that 
make up the under $10- million category 
declined, with the largest decline in the 
number of banks with less than $2.5 mil- 
lion in deposits — from 21 per cent to 9 
per cent of insured district banks. With 
the exception of banks with deposits be- 
tween $500 million and $1 billion, the 
number of banks in each deposit-size 
group above $10 million increased during 
the five-year period. The proportion of 
banks with deposits of $10 million to $50 
million showed the greatest increase — 
from 24 per cent to 35 per cent. 


BANK DEBITS to checking accounts 


picked up slightly in the second quarter 
of 1971, but the rate of gain over the sec- 
ond quarter of 1970 was less than half 
that recorded for the comparable year- 
earlier period. Second-quarter reports by 
district banks in 47 urban areas indicate 
that the dollar volume of debits to de- 
mand deposits of businesses, individuals, 
and state and local governments aver- 
aged a little more than 5 per cent (sea- 
sonally adjusted annual rate) above the 
first-quarter volume. This accounts for 
most of the 7 per cent annual rate of 
increase over second-quarter 1970. 


At annual rates, second-quarter gains 


in demand debits reported by banks in 
Chicago and Detroit, which account for 
more than three-fourths of the district to- 
tal, were relatively greater than the rate 
of increase in the aggregate volume re- 
ported by banks in the other 45 areas. 
The second-quarter dollar volume of 
checks drawn against demand deposits 
at banks in urban areas — other than 
Chicago and Detroit — was over 13 per 
cent greater than second-quarter 1970. 
This compares with 4 per cent at Chi- 
cago banks and 8 per cent at Detroit 
banks. Changes in the rate of debits at 
banks outside major financial centers 
usually are more representative of the 
pace of economic activity than are debits 
in major financial centers because of the 
larger number of financial transactions.

Actions of government agencies to 


check riM'.s in mortgage interest rates 
and provide additional funds for housing 
will enhance the possibility of more than 
two million dwelling starts by the end of 
the year and a healthy sales volume in 
the existing home market, according to 
Bill \ Brown.

the Government National Mortgage Asso- 
ciation (GNMA) will buy FHA and VA- 
backed mortgages at 95 per cent of par 
for existing dwellings, and 96 per cent of 
par for new construction, then s>ell the 
mortgages to the Federal National Mart- 
gage Association at the market rate, 
with the $2,000.000,000 making up the dif- 
ference betweeen the market rate and 
the GNMA purchase price. 


Major objection;, to this plan are the 


subsidy aspect and the fact that it favors 
new over existing housing, Brown added, 
although it will make an increase in in- 
terest rates less likely. 


With respect to the age, price, and rent 


freeze, 
there are 
still many uncer- 


tainties, noted Brown. "The consensus in 
official Washington circles these days is 
that the Administration, following Nov. 


12. will attempt 
to unfreeze wages, 


prices, and rents gradually so that the 
nation may return to a free market by 
next spring," Brown said. 


"Thus, we have been told to con- 


centrate our efforts on the study and 
development of recommendations for a 
p o s t-Nov. 
12 stabilization 
program. 


George W. Romney, Secretary of Hous- 
ing and Urban Development and a mem- 
ber of the Cost of Living Council, is talk- 
ing about a wage-price review board to 
curb abuses in economic power after 
Nov. 12. 


"Perhaps such a review board to curb 


excessive increases in rent may be the 
answer for the post-Nov. 12 transition pe- 
riod. It is obvious that the Adminis- 
tration will not eliminate the freeze on 
that date without some program," he 


emphasized. "This matter is getting the 
attention of the NAREB Committee on 
Economic Stabilization," and its "recom- 
mendations will -point to a return to a 
free market at the earliest opportunity. 


"The Ways and Means Committee of 


the House, which writes tax measures, is 
busy on public hearings on tax proposals 
w h i c h accompanied the President's 
freeze pronouncement. These proposals 
were made to offer incentives to private 
industry to modernize their plants and 
equipment This is designed as a job-pro- 
ducer. These proposals also were to give 
some tax relief to the income taxpayer in 
the moderate bracket. And make no mis- 
take about it — the proposals if they go 
according to play — will have an imme- 
diate affirmative 
effect on housing," 


Brown said.

Rent Freeze Is 
Meeting Topic 


A new dimension has been added to the 


National Association of Home Builders 
International Apartment Conference to 
be in Chicago at the Conrad Hilton Hotel 
Sept 22-26. There will be a full-scale ma- 
jor session exclusively on President Nix- 
on's wage-price-rent freeze executive or- 
der and how it affects the apartment in- 
dustry. 


The announcement came from NAHB 


President John A. Stastny of Hinsdale, 
who will make the opening address at 
the conference. 


"This order affects wages as well as 


tents for existing apartments and will 
also apply to new construction," said 
Stastny. "This order could have very 
serious Ing-range implications for tfte 
apartment industry."

There will be a 
special hot-line to Washington enabling 
direct answers to especially complicated 
questions concerning the wage-price-rent 
freeze 


he sells it, they said. In recent years 
home values have appreciated an aver- 
age of 5 to 10 per cent a year. At retire- 
ment the typical homeowner has a paid 
for home and greatly reduced housing 
costs. If he chooses to sell, he has the 
cash to relocate. 


There are tax advantages to owning a 


home. Both real estate taxes and mort- 
gage interest are deductible expenses. 
The amount you save, as a rule-of- 
thumb, can be calculated like this: as- 
sume you are in a 20 per cent tax brack- 
et. If your real estate taxes and mort- 
gage interest combined totaled $2,000 a 
year, for example, you would deduct that 
amount from ordinary income. 


That's not a tax saving of $2,000 but 


$2,000 less income to pay tax on. In a 20 
per cent tax bracket the tax on $2,000 
would be $400. That's your tax saving. 
By saving $400 in taxes, you are actually 
reducing the cost of real estate tax and 
mortgage interest. In other words, the 
net cost of your real estate tax and 
mortgage interest is $2,000 minus $400, 
for $1,600. That's about $33 a month. 


So if you estimate your monthly hous- 


ing expenses costs at $250 for principal, 
interest and real estate taxes, your tax 
deduction equivalent of $33 a month re- 
.duces your actual "rent" to $217. If you 
also subtract from the $217 the amount of 
your payments which are priricipal you 
get a clearer picture of monthly home- 
owning costs compared to renting. 


Problem-Solvers In Realty Field 


The need for specialized information in 


the real estate field exists just as much 
in small cities as in large municipalities 
according to Roger W. Foster, CRE 
(Counselor, Real Estate) of Fitchburg, 
Mass. 


His speech, titled building a real estate 


counseling service in a small city, was 
delivered at the annual seminar of the 
American Society of Real Estate Coun- 
selors in Washington, D.C. The society is 
affiliated with the National Association 
of Real Estate Boards and was formed to 
meet the public need for competent, dis- 
interested and independent real estate 
advice and guidance rendered by experts 
on a fee basis. 


"Real estate transactions are complex 


matters," Foster said. "People living in 
small cities need assistance in solving 
problems arising from real estate in- 
vestments as much as they need assis- 
tance in solving legal, medical, and engi- 
neering problems. The individual proper- 
ty owner, the corporation executive, the 
small businessman, or the government 
official who lives in a small city, no less 
than his colleague in the big city, needs 
to know all the facts before committing 
himself to a decision that will affect his 
well-being and that of the people for 
whom he is responsible. 


"This babic need for specialized infor- 


mation about real estate not only exists 
— the demand for it is intensifying every 
day," continued Foster. "The value and 
efficiency of land is constantly being af- 
fected by economic, political, and social 
changes To make intelligent decisions 
about real estate, an individual property 
owner must know what these changes 
are and be able to assess their short-run 
and long-run significance. Yet, the aver- 


age property owner is a layman who 
lacks the time to gather the facts and the 
knowledge of real estate necessary to in- 
terpret them. The changes taking place 
today are too complicated and too rapid 
for him to keep up with them." 


Citing factors which increase the de- 


mand for real estate counseling, Foster 
offered a partial listing "including such 
developments as population growth, ris- 
ing taxes, labor fluctuations, and corpo- 
rate mergers. These pressures occur in 
small cities as often as they do in big 
cities. Only their magnitude is different. 
The nature of the problem is the same." 


Foster is second vice president of the 


American Society of Real Estate Coun- 
selors and serves on its executive and 
finance committees. He specializes in 
feasibility and economic studies; land as- 
sembly, utilization, and subdivision; and 
evaluation of proposals for banks, urban 
r e n e w a l 
authorities, 
government 


agencies, and private clubs.

"Mobility is more important to some 


people. It is also true that a family which 
doesn't invest in a home may have mon- 
ey available for other investments and 
m o r e discretionary spending," they 
noted. 


The renting family which has no gar- 


dening or other outside maintenance to 
worry about may have more free time. 
"But there are forms of home ownership, 
like condominiums, townhomes or coop- 
erative apartments where you needn't be 
bothered with those things either," they 
said.

lender assumes all the risks. 


Down payments on homes bought with 


conventional mortgages usually begin at 
20 per cent, although some loans are 
made with 10 per cent down. Down pay- 
ments on government-backed loans may 
be less than this, which means your 
monthly payments will be higher. 


A general rule is that your monthly 


payments for principal, interest, real es- 
tate taxes and hazard insurance should 
total no more than your weekly gross 
pay according to Eaton. 


Savings and loan institutions favor con- 


ventional mortgages because loan ap- 
proval and processing usually speedier 
than under government-aided programs. 
Whichever kind you get, the most impor- 
tant features of the mortgage process 
are: 


YOUR APPLICATION. This identifies 


the property and gives basic facts about 
you, which may be verified by a credit 
cheek. After your application is approved 
you'll be given a loan commitment. This 
spells out the amount and terms of the 
loan you'll get after other steps in the 
process are completed. 


At most savings associations today you 


don't have to be a saver to get a mort- 
gage. That idea is a holdover from 19th 
century days when our institutions were 
small and all borrowers had to be savers 
too. 


THE PROPERTY APPRAISAL. Be- 


fore granting a loan, the lender must ap- 
praise the property that will be the 
loan's security. Regulations demand that 
the appraisal be made on the lender's 
behalf, but it also works to your advan- 
tage. 


The lender cannot disclose the dollar 


amount of the appraisal, but if your loan 
officer suggests afterward that you make 
a higher-than-normal down payment, 
you'll know the appraisal showed the 
property was overvalued. 


THE PROPERTY SURVEY. As the 


buyer, custom demands that you pay for 
the survey of your property's measure- 
ments and boundaries. During the years 
you own the property, this survey will be 
your reference document in determining 
your property rights. 


THE TITLE SEARCH. When buying a 


home you must also take out an abstract 
of title or buy a title insurance policy, 
depending on the laws of the state where 
you live. This protects the lender in case 
anyone disputes your right to the proper- 
ty. But for an additional sum you can 
extend title insurance to your own own- 
ership. In any event, if the insuring 
agency or firm finds that the title seems 
clear, this is a good sign that your title 
rights are secure. 


HAZARD INSURANCE. Regulations 


also require that the lender's interest in 
the property be covered by hazard insur- 
ance against fire or some other catast- 
rophe. But as your equity in the property 
grows, this protection is also for your 
benefit. For your own protection you 
may also wish to expand the basic cov-

ESCROW FUNDS FOR TAXES AND 


INSURANCE. Most mortgage contracts 
call for monthly assessments for hazard 
insurance premiums and real estate tax- 
es. The lender holds these funds In an es- 
crow fund until the payments are due, at 
which time the lender makes them. 


This system evolved to protect lender 


and borrower alike. The lender under- 
takes to make the payments and handle 
the paperwork because of the essential 
nature of insurance and taxes. Taxes, es- 
pecially, have been among the fastest- 
rising home ownership costs. Most 
people find it more convenient to ac- 
cumulate funds for real estate taxes on 
this "pay-as-you-go" basis. 


THE MORTGAGE CLOSING. Depend- 


ing on where you live and many other 
factors, you may or may not have to be 
present for the mortgage closing. 


At the closing you will turn over any 


funds needed to complete your down pay- 
ment; the lender will have you sign a 
note and a mortgage; the mortgage pro- 
ceeds will bj turned over to the seller; 
the seller will deliver the property deed 
to you, and you will be given the keys to 
your home. 


Real estate in the United States is 


coming increasingly into the ownership 
of management control of several classes 
of major institutions, said Abel E. Ber- 
land, C.R.E. ((Counselor, Real Estate), 
of Chicago. 


Speaking at a seminar sponsored by 


the American Society of Real Estate 
Counselors in Washington, D.C., the pres- 
ident of Arthur Rubloff and Co. added, 
"These institutions — banks, insurance 
companies, major corporations, real es- 
tate investment trusts — are all part of a 
group which form the market for profes- 
sional real estate counseling services." 


The society is affiliated with the Na- 


tional Association of Real Estate Boards 
and was formed to meet the public need 
for competent, disinterested, and inde- 
pendent real estate advice and guidance 
rendered by experts on a fee basis. 


"When properly handled, real estate 


counseling has the potential to become a 
solid income-producing department with- 
in the total real estate company," Ber- 
'land said. "Counseling requires the time 
and expertise of a company's most quali- 
fied personnel and must be handled on a 
professional basis. Their experience in 
the real estate field is comparable to 
that of the senior partner of a law firm

Perhaps the largest single source of 


real estate counseling business lies with- 
in the firm itself, Berland explained. "A 
full service real estate office is, after all, 
in daily contact almost exclusively with 
the people who form the main market for 
counseling, i.e., owners, investors, users, 
tenants. Every inter-face between the 
company as a whole and a member of 
this group can be a potential source of 
business." 


The functions of an appraiser or ap- 


praisal department are a source of po- 
tential counseling business. "Most full 
service real estate companies engage in 
the appraisal of property," Berland said. 
"Many do so by virtue of the expertise 
and experience of a principal broker, 
others with a full staff of designated ap- 
praisers who function on a full time basis 
. . . In many cases, the request for an 
appraisal is initiated as a first step to- 
ward enabling an owner or potential buy- 
er to make an investment decision re- 
quiring subjective analyses in addition to 
the objective opinions expressed in the 
appraisal. Many very dissimilar in- 
vestment properties can have the same 
dollar amount of fair market value as 


estimated by an appraiser, yet a wide 
range of investment characteristics with 
respect to cash flow, risk, capital gains, 
tax shelter, and the like . .. 


"Often a client seeking an appraisal of 


fair market value does so in the belief 
that it alone will solve his investment di- 
lemma. The counselor must be alert to 
the needs of the appraisal clientele and 
be prepared to suggest, when appro- 
priate, that consultative services on a fee 
basis are available."

Bruce Blietz. president of the Home 


Builders Association of Greater Chicago 
(HBAGCi. in a recent letter to President 
Nixon following the wage/price freeze 
announcement, urged consideration of 
programs designed to alleviate "the 
most critical of environmental Ills — the 
lack of sewage treatment facilities." 


Blietz continued. "Because of sewer 


bans, the home and apartment industry 
is faced with serious deterrents to build- 
ing. Living units not built lead to an even 
poorer housing environment and, of 
course, to economic loss." A study pre- 
pared for HBAGC by Seymour Kroll & 
Associates and enclosed with the letter to 
the President, estimates that the eco- 


nomic impact of sewer bans in the Chi- 
cago area is in excess of $1,000,000,000. 


Blietz continued in the letter: "Ade- 


quate sewage treatment facilities are a 
critical essential. It could be said that if 
we are able to commit vast sums to war, 
we might also commit vast sums to pro- 
viding environmental reforms. "An un- 
fettered private home and apartment 
building industry working to meet hous- 
ing goals will stimulate the economy. 
Building of sewage treatment facilities 
will help employment and the two will 
combine to provide much needed and 
valuable permanent assets. The alterna- 
tive of a deteriorating housing environ- 
ment must be viewed as unacceptable."

Housing starts in the Chicago area this 


year should reach 48,000 units — 24 per 
cent more than in 1970, predicts Jackson 
W. Goss, president of Investors Mortgage 
Insurance Co., Boston, Mass. 


Investors Mortgage, a subsidiary of 


Continental Investment Corp., also of 
Boston, is an organization in the private 
mortgage insurance industry. 


Goss expects 19,600 single-family dwell- 


ing starts in the Chicago area by year- 
end and a total of 28,400 multi-family 
units. 


Nationally, he predicts housing starts 


in August will set a record for the month 
— climbing over 2 million. "August 
starts are likely to be even higher than 
the 2.2 million recorded in July," Goss 
said. 


The nation's housing starts in July 


climbed to a seasonally adjusted annual 
rate of 2,218,000 units — the highest for 
any July in history — up from 1,995,000 
units in June.

Check Advised 


With cool days coming, Oil Heat Mar- 


keters Association advises householders 
to give their heating systems a five- 
minute pre-season test run. If the test 
run reveals any malfunction, there is 
still time to have the system adjusted. 


Oil marketers recommend this check. 


Turn on the oil burner switch. Adjust the 
room thermostat so that the hand setting 
is higher than the temperature of the 
room. The room temperature shows on a 
small thermometer right on the thermo- 
stat. Your burner should swing right in- 
to action. Let it run a few minutes, then 
shut it off, secure in the knowledge that 
you're ready for the first cold day, the 
association says. 


If the burner fails to start, push the 


recycling button (usually mounted on the 
smoke pipe) only once. If you still fail to 
get action or if anything appears out of 
order, phone your oil heat marketer for 
prompt service, the association advised. 


Oil Heat Marketers Association said 


these suggestions apply only to heating 
plants that have been idle. Home with 
hot water summer hookups have no need 
to make this check since their burners 
have been operating all summer to pro- 
vide hot water.

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Housing Costs Bound To Rise 


Batchen Joins Anderson Firm 


Buy now while the wage-price freeze is 


on is the advice an area home builder 
gives to families who are wondering 
whether to purchase a new home now or 
wait to see what happens when President 
Nixon's 90-day freeze expires in mid-No- 
vember. 


Jack Hoffman, chairman of the Hoff- 


man Rosner Corp., believes that the 
freeze will be followed by a loosening or 
tempering of controls, during which the 
price of housing as well as mortgage in- 
terest rates will resume an upward 
trend, although possible at a lower rate 
of increase than before. 


Hoffman, who is also chairman of the 


National Association of Home Builders 
mortgage finance committee, noted that 
even though mortgage rates, along with 
other credit costs, are not affected by the 
present freeze, lenders generally are im- 
posing a voluntary freeze on interest 


rates to go along with President Nixon. 


Once the freeze is over, mortgage in- 


terest rates are bound to rise, he said. 
This rise will be due to the renewed de- 
mand for funds and increased com- 
petition by the federal government in the 
money market. 


"What happens during the freeze is 


that everything comes to a standstill, 
with growth plans deferred," he said. 
"Once the freeze is lifted, these deferred 
plans in all sections of the economy will 
compete for borrowed funds. 


"On top of that, the federal govern- 


ment will need to increase its borrowing 
to make up for reduced taxes that are 
expected. The net result will be intense 
competition for money that, by virtue of 
the law of supply and demand, will force 
up interest rates," Hoffman said. 


As an example of the mortgage rates 


now available, Hoffman Rosner is offer- 


ing homes for 5 per cent down for a 29- 
year conventional mortgage at a 7Vz per 
cent true interest rate (reflecting a 7.9 
annual percentage rate). This financing 
is available in the company's commu- 
nities of Westlake in Bloomingdale; In- 
dian Oaks in Bolingbrook; and Frankfort 
Square near Frankfort. 


Hoffman stressed that interest rates 


should be of as much concern to home- 
seekers as the price of the house itself. 
The price paid for mortgage money, he 
noted, when totaled up over the life of 
the mortgage, may be more than half the 
price of the home. 


"For example, on a $20,000 mortgage, 


a 1 per cent jump in the interest rate 
adds $13 t othe monthly payment, or $156 
more per year or $4,524 more over a 29- 


a substantial 
y e a r period. 
That's 


amount," he said. 


Home-seekers can also expect the bas- 


ic price of the home to go up once the 
freeze is tempered according to Hoff- 
man. In the Chiago area, many building 
trades are scheduled for wage-benefit in- 
creases in late 1971 and 1972, adding to 
the cost of construction. The costs of ma- 
terials, such as lumber, brick, concrete, 
drywall, may also go up he said. 


"The rise may not be as great as be- 


fore the freeze, but we can expect some 
escalation which will reflect itself in 
higher prices for housing," he said. "All 
of which adds up to the conclusion that 
the smart home-seeker will be money 
ahead if he makes his decision now while 
the freeze is still in effect."

mark the days of Indian summer The 
forest hills are on fire And water, espe- 
cially in rivers and streams, brings out 
the boldest and lost beautiful colors,

County Kettle Moraine forest west of

last 10 years; only August 1970 averaged 
normal or above since 1962. The total 
precipitation of 3.26 inches 
compared 


with a normal 3.87 inches makes it the 
7th consecutive month this year which 
received less than normal precipitation. 
The first eight months of 1971 have seen 
a total precipitation of 15.66 inches com- 
pared with the normal 24.89 inches; thus 
the year to date has seen only 63 per 
cent of normal moisture receipt. 


AUGUSTS HAVE been much warmer 


than 1971: In 1947 the month averaged 
78.4 degrees, and there were 21 days with 
a maximum of 90 degrees or higher. This 
year there were only 4 "hot" days — the 
highest value was 91 degrees on the 22nd. 
The hottest August day in history oc- 
curred in 1918 when the thermometer 
registered 104 degrees on the llth. 


Aug. 
26 was remarkably cold; the 


maximum temperature of 67 degrees tied 
the record low maximum for that date 
established in 1944. Augusts have also 
been considerably colder than this one. 
In 1915 the month of August averaged 
64.5 
degrees and on the 31st of that 


month the all-time low temperature for 
August was recorded: 35 degrees. 


The wettest August in history occurred 


hi 1936 when 10.94 inches fell; in 1962, the 
driest August, only 0.65 inches fell. Al- 
though generally dry, August 1971 had 
one remarkably heavy, short duration 
rainfall; on the 24th a strong frontal pas- 
sage produced 1.57 inches of rain in less 
than 30 minutes.

French Mint Is 
A Treasure House 


by ROSETTE HARGROVE 


PARIS — Few tourists, other than nu- 


mismatically 
inclined 
collectors, 
are 


aware that the venerable building oppo- 
site the Louvre on the Seine's left bank is 
a treasure house in its own right 


Two centuries old and a perfect ex- 


ample of 18th-century architecture, it is 
the Hotel de la Monnaie — France's 
mint 


Besides being the workshop that pro- 


duces the franc, as well as the cur- 
rencies of a number of other nations, it 
also houses Europe's most impressive 
museum of coins and medals, where cur- 
rently attention centers on an exhibition, 
continuing through October, a truly com- 
prehensive review covering coins "From 
Antiquity to the Present Day." 


But it is beyond the ornate museum 


chambers In a complex of workshops sur- 
rounding an interior courtyard, that the 
really fascinating activity of the Hotel de 
la Monnaie is carried on. 


HERE 650 EMPLOYES of the French 


state daily turn some 10 tons of metals 
into around three million French and for- 
eign coins. The annual total is more than 
600 million coins. An incidental task is 
the checking of counterfeit coins. 


Another important activity is the man- 


ufacture of official and commemorative 
medals Some 400,000 go out yearly, re- 
presenting an income of 12 million francs 
Official seals for home or foreign govern- 
ments are minted here too. World-fa- 
mous artists have always supplied de- 
signs for the medals and coins. 


There is a sense of tradition, even fam- 


ily spirit among mint employes. Usually 
eldest sons follow in their fathers' foot- 
steps and recruits usually come from the 
wider family circle. He minters' guild 
was an important one in the Middle 
Ages. 


Until the turn of the century, workers 


were not subject to taxation and today 
still hold special "coupe-fil" — police 
cards 


Visitors see every stage of minting op- 


erations as well as the engraving of med- 
als. 
Several 
workshops remain un- 


changed from the days the Hotel de la 
Monnaie was built. 


Much of the old cumbersome machin- 


ery, however, has been removed to the 
Arts & Crafts Museum in another section 
of Paris In 1777 there were only 9 coin-

Q. I AM 66 and out of work right now. 


However, I may start working again 
within a year or two. Could I apply for 
monthly social security retirement bene- 
fits and, if I start back to work again, 
have my checks stopped? 


A. Yes. You may start and stop your 


checks as often as necessary. And, de- 
pending on how much you earn when you 
do go back to work, you may be able to 
get checks for some months. Regardless 
of how much you earn you can get a 
check for any month you don't earn over 
$140. 
Remember, too, that when you 


reach 72, you can get your check every 
month no matter how much you earn. 
Why not call the social security office, 
282-8207, and file your application 
by 


phone, it will save you a trip. 


Q. THE OTHER day I bought some 


prescription drugs at a store called 
"Medicare Drug Store." Does this mean 
that Medicare owns or operates this 
store or that Medicare will pay part of 
the cost of the drugs? 


A. Neither is true. Medicare does not 


own, 
operate or endorse any drug store 


or pharmacy. Nor does Medicare pay 
any part of prescription drugs even if the 
bills are submitted to Medicare. Drugs 
which can be self-administered by the 
patient are not covered. The use of the 
term "Medicare" by such stores only 
means that they will fill prescriptions for 
Medicare beneficiaries and will some- 
times allow them a discount. 


Q. I WOULD like to take my young son 


to a social security office and get him a 
social security card. Does he have to be 
a certain age? 


A. No. There is no minimum age for 


getting a social security card.

The Hollywood Scene 
Lack Of Imagination, Integrity

HOLLYWOOD (UPI) - Uf the new 


television season, upon us appears as if 
it had been punched out by a plastic 
cookie cutter, there is at least one man 
who has an explanation for it 


He is David Charnay, head of Four 


Star Productions. 


"The trouble lies with the lack of 


imagination and integrity among agents 
and packagers who sometimes wear the 
same hats," he said. 


"There is chicanery involved, too One 


of the greatest television crimes is that 
two or three studios dominate the prime 
time of the three networks. That's one

"I'VE WRITTEN THE networks to say 


the programming is dull beoause they 


concentrate their dollars in a couple of 
places for a plastic product. 


"Unions in Hollywood are crying be- 


cause there isn't enough work There's 
plenty of work, but only at three studios 
or so But there's a paucity of creativity 
as'well as jobs 


"I think I know what motivates some 


television executives who farm out shows 
to favorite studios—it's ex-network offi- 
cials or agents who are now working for 
those very studios " 


Charnay, a former newspaperman with 


a tough business background, is presi- 
dent of Four Star which was founded by 
Dick Powell, David Niven and Charles 
Boyer At one time it was a top producer 
of video shows 


When Charnay took over it was nearly 


defunct. 


Now it has three movies-for-television 


in various stages of completion and prep- 
aration- "The Deadly Hunt," "The End 
of Solomon Grundy," and "The Dark on 
the Other Side " 


Charnay said all three feature top- 


flight casts He is convinced video mov- 
ies will soon begin to produce their own 
stars 


IN ADDITION to his three film proj- 


ects, Charnay has syndicated four star's 
backlog of television series. His company 
is also distributing a new series, "Monte 
Nash," a 30-minute adventure show star- 
ring Harry Guardmo in 170 stations. 


"For $5 million I could change the mo- 


tion picture industry," Charnay said "I 
could make pictures for $500,000 each 
with the talent getting a percentage of 
the profits, and match anything on the 
screen " 


Without saying as much, Charnay ap- 


peared to believe that mediocrity on tele- 
vision will drive viewers out of their 
homes and back to movie theaters 


At least, he admitted, he is an in- 


veterate moviegoer.

The Lighter Side 
Are Soviets Launching Anti-Bachelor Campaign? 


DEAR DR. LAMB - How can a per- 


son contract mononucleosis besides kis- 
sing? I'm almost 70 years old and Just 
got out of the hospital from it. I am 
alone and not the kissing kind. I was told 
I could have picked it up on a trip from 
unclean silver, dishes and the like. Is 
this so? 


Dear Reader — It's a shame to have 


the illness and not the fun said to go with 
it. Infectious mononucleosis is more com- 
mon in young people — and in the spring 
— which has helped its reputation as the 
kissing disease, but relax, it does occur 
under other conditions. About 10 per cent 
of the cases are in persons from 45 to 65 
years old (that doesn't prove it isn't kis- 
sing since age has very little to do with 
that pastime). 


It is suspected of being a virus disease, 


but the virus has not been absolutely 
identified nor the actual means of trans- 
mission defined. It isn't very contagious 
though, since family members seldom 
develop it. 


The outlook is fine and most people re- 


cover — usually in a short time without 
any residual ill effects. Occasionally a 
person has a longer siege of it. You may 
hold some kind of a record though since 
it is quite rare in your age group. I doubt 
anyone can say how you got the illness. 


DEAR DR. LAMB - Could you tell me 


the cause and lasting effect of a man 
having only one testicle? At 15 they be- 
came swollen and one side went flat. Will 
this change his oox capacities and will 
there be a chance of the other going the 
same way? 


Dear Reader — Swelling of the testi- 


cles usually is part of an infectious ill- 
ness. In a young man, a common cause 
is mumps. Sometimes the tip-off that the 
person has mumps without the usual 
swelling in the neck is the presence of 
swollen and tender testicles. 


Usually, male hormone is still se- 


creted, but there may be a diminution of 
the amount of sperm cells (this doesn't 
mean a decreased amoting of fluid neces- 
sarily) If only one testicle is damaged, 
the other one often enlarges to greater 
than usual size in compensation. As long 
as one is functioning normally, there usu- 
ally will not be any effect on the individ- 
ual's sexual capacity.

Even if both testicles are damaged af- 


ter a person has gone through most of 
his sexual maturation process, sexual ca- 
pacity may be retained. It is a matter of 
history that the castrated slaves in the 
Near East proved to be capable of func- 
tioning in a somewhat larger capacity 
than simply as harem guards. All of 
which goes to prove that in many in- 
stances, sexual capacity has a lot to do 
with what goes on in the mind.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - In the Soviet 


Union there are ominous signs that the 
Brezhnev regime may be about to under- 
take a campaign of repression against 
bachelors. 


The main cause of concern is a critical 


study of bachelorhood published in Mos- 
cow by the Literary Gazette. It pictured 
the bachelor as a social and econmic 
debit who takes up apartment space and 
income that should be accommodating 
an entire family. 


Behind the attack was an obvious ef- 


fort to blame unmarried males for the 
declining national birthrate. 


In the past, publication of censorious 


studies has presaged acts of harassment 
and suppression aggainst groups, such as 
non-rhyming poets, that had fallen into 
disfavor. 


THUS FAB THERE have been no re- 


ports of widespread persecution of bach- 
elors in the U.S.S.R., or of Soviet bach- 
elors attempting to flee the country. Nev- 
ertheless, some people in the West who 
have bachelor uncles living in Russia are 
trying to arrange to have them smuggled 
across the border. 


I asked Dr. Igor Matrivitch, an author- 


ity on Soviet bachelorhood, what form 
the oppression of single men in the 
U.S.S. R. might take. 


"If the Brezhnev regime does adopt a 


hard line antibachetor policy, my guess 
is that it will take the form of a step-up 
in the quota of buttons missing from a 
bachelor's shirts when he gets them back 
from the state-owned laundry," Mat- 
rivitch replied. 


I gasped. "I thought that kind of thing 


went out with the Stalin era," I said. 
"Surely the present rulers wouldn't re- 
sort to measures that harsh. The outcry 
of world opinion would be too great." 


"YOU DON'T UNDERSTAND how the 


Kremlin operates," Matrivitch said. "So- 
viet leaders are well aware that many 
areas of the world have Chinese laun- 
dries.

From A Can Of Salmon 


Fall is a lovely season of the year; it's

SALMON HARVEST SALAD 


1 pound can fruit cocktail 
1 cup chopped celery 
1 cup diced peeled apple 
1 teaspoon salt 
% teaspoon white pepper 
% cup mayonnaise 
1 pound can salmon 


Salad greens 
Drain fruit cocktail and mix with cele- 


ry, apple, salt, pepper and mayonnaise. 
Line a large serving platter with lettuce 
leaves and make a ring of the fruit mix- 
ture on it. Drain salmon and separate 
into large chunks. Pile the salmon 
chunks in the center of the fruited ring 
and serve with additional mayonnaise or 
salad dressing as desired.

sugar, acid and pectin. Acid and pectin, 
two natural fruit substances, team to- 
E'-ther to produce a network of minute 
fibers that enmesh the fruit juices and 
form ttn-m into a jelly. Sugar helps in 
that gel formation. It also renders bac- 
teria and yeast cells inactive and helps 
prevent mold. 


Although everyone is familiar with 


jam or jelly, too few of us are acquaint- 
ed with the other members of the jam 
family. The new booklet describes these 


variations in sweet detail. Marmalade is 
usually clear and transparent like jelly 
but generally contains suspended slivers 
of citrus. A conserve is a mixture of two 
or more fruits having a jamlike con- 
sistency and contains nuts or raisins or 
both. In making preserves, whole sec- 
tions or chunks of fruit are suspended 
in a thick transparent syrup. It is dis- 
tinguished from jam because the pieces 
of fruit are larger and firmer. Fruit but- 
ters arc also near relatives to jam. They 
have a velvety-smooth texture and are 
made by cooking fruit pulp with sugar 
until the mixture is thick enough for 
spreading. 


Jam and its various relatives aren't 


limited to the role of spreads, toppings or 
fillings. They also make excellent accom- 
paniments to roast poultry and meat. 
Mint jelly, for example, has long been 
associated with lamb. Others that go well 
with entrees are Parsley Jelly, Cucum- 
ber or Carrot Marmalade, Pumpkin or 
Yellow Tomato Preserves, all found in 
"Jam Today." 


For an enchanting new taste experi- 


ence, try a combination of favorite fruits 
with some surprise ingredients. Straw- 
berry Melha Jam for instance, is a blend 
of strawberries, raspberries, orange and 
lemon. Then there's the sweet-tart taste 
of fresh peaches beautifully teamed with 
the caramel flavor of brown sugar in. Ca- 
ramel Peach Preserves. There's another 
tastc-ttngler in Apricot Rum Butter and 
a 
mouthwatering dessert sauce con- 


coction called Sugar-Brandied Fruit Me- 
lange.

Here are three of the recipes that 


make this booklet so welcome a guide to 
jam lovers: 


PARSLEY JELLY 


2 large bunches parsley 
3 quarts water 
5 cups sugar 
2 teaspoons grated lime rind 


>/•> cup lime juice 
'/a bottle liquid fruit 


pectin (6 oz. size) 
To prepare juice: Wash parsley well 


and place in kettle with water. Bring to a 
boil; reduce heat and simmer, covered, 
for 20 minutes, Strain; discard parsley. 
Measure juice; return to kettle and boil 
rapidly until reduced to 3 cups. 


To make jelly: Combine 3 cups juice, 


sugar and lime rind in 4-quart saucepan 
or kettle. Stir over moderate heat until 
sugar dissolves and mixtur conies to a 
boil. Stir in liquid pectin all at once and, 
continuing to stir, bring to a full rolling 
boil and boil hard for 1 minute. Remove 
from heat. For a pale green color, stir in 
a few drops green food coloring. Quickly 
skim off foam and ladle into hot jelly 
glasses or jelly jars. Fill glasses to with- 
in V2 inch of top and jars to within 1/fl 
inch of top. Seal glasses with paraffin 
and jars with lids. 


Makes five 8-ounce glasses or jars. 


BANANA JAM 


3 quarts sliced medium-ripe 


bananas (about 12 large bananas) 


6 cups sugar 


l'/i! cups orange juice 
% cup lemon juice 
Combine all ingredients in large kettle. 


Stir over moderate heat until sugar dis- 
solves. Boil rapidly for 10 minutes, then 
r e d u c e heat and simmer, stirring 
frequently, until thickened, about 15 min- 
utes. (The banana slices break up as 
they cook, to result in a smooth jam.) To 
test doneness, use the refrigerator test 


described on page 8. When jam is thick, 
remove from heat and ladle immediately 
into hot jelly jars or canning jars. Fill to 
within 1/8 inch of top; screw cap on 
evenly and tightly. Invert for a few sec- 
onds and stand jars upright to cool. 


Makes nine to ten 8-ounce jars or 5 


pints. 


APRICOT RUM BUTTER 


6 cups apricot pulp 
1 cup water* 


Sugar 


% teaspoon nutmeg 
I teaspoon cinnamon 


Dark rum 
*0r substitute pineapple juice, orange 


juice or medium-dry white wine. 


Wash, pit and mash enough apricots to 


make 6 cups pulp. Combine pulp with 
water; cook, covered, until the pulp is 
tender. (Some cooks like to crack 2 to 6 
apricot pits and cook the inside kernels 
with the raw apricot pulp. The kernels 
lend a strong almond flavoring and 
should be used with discretion). Put the 
pulp through a food mill; measure the 
puree. For each quart of puree add 2 to 
2% cups sugar. Blend in nutmeg and cin- 
namon. Boil gently over moderate heat, 
stirring constantly, until thick. Pour 1 to 
Wi tablespoons rum in the bottom of 
each sterilized jelly or canning jar. Im- 
mediately ladle boiling butter into the 
jars to within 1/8 inch of top; screw cap 
on evenly and tightly. Invert for a few 
seconds and stand jars upright to cool. 


Makes five 1-ounce jars. 
Note: Rum may be omitted, if desired.

Last week in an introduction of Rain- 


bow Trout Ranch in Rockbndge, Mo, 
our recipe was for Oatmeal Cake, one of 
many delicious pastries which come 
from the ovens of the Ranch kitchen 


People go to Rainbow Ranch, however, 


primarily to catch the famous game fish 
for which the resort is named A rapid- 
running stream near the junction of 
Spring and Bryant creeks is the setting 
It traverses through the 1,000 acres of 
Rockbndge and passes over a dam built 
of native stone for the old grist mill in 
1868. 


The trout gather both above the dam 


and m the roaring waters which have cut 
a deep hole below Here the fishermen 
gather, too, with fly rods, spinning reels 
and other equipment down to a pole, line 
and hook on which youngsters put 
niarshmallows or corn kernels to attract 
the fish 


On down, the stream is fast water and 


the fisherman seeks deep holes m which 
the bigger trout lurk It adds up to some 
of the best rainbow trout fishing I've en-

once he got here 


Another man, a worker in the industri-

Touhy Avenue a one-way street 


Trustees explained they were not at- 


tempting to work a hardship on the busi- 
nesses in the industrial park and that the 
one-way street was a stopgap measure to 
deter the rising number of accidents at 
the intersection

take any action 


The intersection has been termed the 


worst in tht village because it is difficult

Former Dropout Teaches Teachers To Teach 


h\ UANDALYNRICn 


Erwm Stevenson is a high school drop 


out who wants to help teachers and stu- 
dents learn 


Stevenson, who took over his post as 


assistant superintendent of instruction in 
Elk Grove Township Elementary Dist 59 
in July, dropped out of high school to join 
the Army during World War II 


When he was discharged, after spend- 


ing time in a Veterans Administration 
hospital he first tried to go back to his 
trade — bricklaying — but found it diffi- 
cult because he still had to wear braces 
from his war injuries 


Armed with a high school diploma 


earned in the service, Stevenson enrolled 
at ttic University of Minnesota "I really 
didn't have any intention of going into 
education 
he says now 


He knew many ex-GIs who were in 


education however, and was drawn into 
working with children in local park pro- 
grams and visiting schools where friends 
were student teaching 


"One day I just walked over to the 


education building to see what people do 
to become teachers and I decided that

Stevenson 


could be where I would be most useful It 
seemed like a natural way to go " 


SOMEWHERE along the line, Steven- 


son shed the braces that had interfered 
with his bricklaying career and became 
an elementary school teacher who soon 
decided he didn't krow enough and went 
back to school 


He became an intern in administration 


for the University of Minnesota and then 
a principal of an elementary school He 
stayed there a year and then went to 


woik with an Indiana Job Corps center 
for the summer 


'I had no intention of staying there, 


but I got wrapped up in it and for the 
first time I saw the opportunity and the 
money to try some things in education 
that I would never have been able to do 
in public education ' he explains 


He spent 3 Ms years as director of the 


center, woiking with young dropouts and 
"making the mistakes we all make when 
we are learning " He calls the time spent 
"my best adventure in education " 


He left however, because the bureau- 


cratic red tape and political pressures 
were causing problems "We started to 
go backward instead of forward We lost 
far too many students we didn t have to 
lose ' 


AFTER LFAVING the job corps center 


Stevenson again went back to school, 
completed his doctorate in education 
and, when he finished this spring, sur- 
veyed the job market 


"After thinking about it, I decided I 


wanted to find a place in a college or 
university where I could wcrk on chang- 
ing the emphasis in education," he said 


However, he found few schools that 


were interested in having him devise 
teacher training programs 
where he 


could use laboratory techniques and sim- 
ulated classrooms to teach teachers 


'I get kind of mad about the accusa- 


tions made about the public schools by 
the universities," he said "They are the 
parents of me and the other educators 
who they haven't trained adequately to 
begin with and then they make headlines 
by saying how bad we are " 


Because teacher training programs are 


not as good as they could be, 'a first- 
year teacher is completely unprepared 
for example, to teach reading and it isn't 
her fault" 


IN DIST. 59, Stevenson wants to work 


with the teachers to improve them by 
calling on the expertise of experienced 
teachers in the district and some outside 
consultants 


"We have to find a way to diagnose the 


problems a teacher has and help him 
with that specific thing It's not possible 
for this district to have enough people to 
deal with 540 teachers, but I hope I can 
provide leadership There is a vast 


amount of real talent in specific areas in 
our classrooms and we can tap those re 
souices " 


The important thing, he adds, is to 


view the improvement of education as a 
problem involving people rather than a 
problem with programs 


In the last 10 to 15 years "we have 


been looking for a panacea m curricu- 
lum," he said ' We should continue re 
searching curriculum changes, but I 
think the time has come to look at people 
rather than matenal things in educa 
tion " 


That kind of change he says, is seldom 


as flashy as many of the curriculum in 
movations that have dominated the edu 
cation scene but it is important 


As teachers become more expert, he 


explains, "materials and curriculum be 
come less relevant because good, highh 
competent people are creative and can 
work with all kinds of materials When 
you are a first-year teacher, hanging 
onto the teacher's manual is important 
but most teachers are looking for help so 
they can make it without the life pre 
server "

Heights woman who prefers to keep her 
age as mysterious as her work, has also 
known the other, more gentle side of life. 


This woman, who has logged 10 years 


in the detective business and is still go- 
int; strong, also has served as president 
of a Democratic women's club a cam- 
p.nt'n coordinator for former Gov. Sam 
Sh.ipirn a member of the PTA and even 
a tirownu1 troop leader 


Today she spends much of her time in 


a cluttered corner of her basement with 
all the equipment a detective needs ex- 
cept a beat-up fedora. 


There are cameras — lots of cameras 


of all shapes and sizes. And tape record- 
ers (five in all), movie projectors and 
more than a dozen wigs, all shades, all 
styles. 


FOR THE last five years, she has op- 


erated her own, licensed, insured and 
bonded detective agency. Headquarters

Her office is usu- 
ally a cocktail lounge setting, a motel 
parking lot or street corner after street 
corner of cruising in her long, sleek Riv- 
iera, shadowing a man, woman or both. 


"Contrary to what most people think, 


the majority of my domestic cases in- 
volve women," she said, blaming much 
of the infidelity on the increasing amount 
of leisure time a great many bored 
housewives experience. 


On the more dangerous assignments, 


she works only with local police who 
moonlight to pick up a few extra dollars. 
"I send them out on anything that looks 
like it coulJ be a bit hairy. I've learned 
my lesson." 


That lesson came during one of her 


first assignments in a large department 
store retail security. Keep an eye out for 
shoplifters. If you see one, signal for 
help. Then move in. That was her job. 


FINALLY THE chance came to carry 


out her assignment. A man, a large man 
who police later learned was very high 
on heroin, was seen stuffing merchandise 
under his coat. 


Mrs. 
Thorsen decided to move in. But 


when she signaled for help, no one came. 
So she went it alone, bagging her man, 
as well as afew lumps, bruises and 
stitches. 


She plans on not repeating that scene, 


although her line of work offers no guar- 
antee that it won't happen again. 


Nearly every night she is on the job. 


Left behind is one high school-age son, a 
husband and an empty cup of coffee sit- 
ting next to a note pad on her desk and a 
telephone where numbers have been 
written in a hurry on the wall it hangs 
on. 


Her chair is pushed away from the 


desk and is set to one side. 


Blonde, brunette or redhead, 
Mrs. 


Thorsen is on the job again.

Postpone Decision 
On Hospital Site 


Reconsideration of the controversial 57- 


acre planned unit development that could 
provide Schaumburg with a hospital site 
was postponed Tuesday for seven days. 


Involved is a Schaumburg Road site 


between Pleasant Drive and Illinois 
Boulevard, which is being proposed as a 
hospital-medical-residential complex by 
J. Emil Anderson and Sons, land devel- 
opers. 


On Aug. 10, in a four to two board vote, 


trustees refused to concur with the zon- 
ing board of appeals earlier recommen- 
dation for PUD zoning. 


The following week, Mayor Robert 0. 


Atcher revealed the existence of "privi- 
leged" information that could change the 
complexion of the PUD, particularly 
with regard to hospital construction. 


Although the item appeared on this 


week's village board 
agenda, Atcher 


asked that trustees defer the matter an- 
other week to accommodate the devel- 
oper. 


ONE OF the principals has been out of 


town and had just returned Tuesday, At- 
cher explained. 


"It will be at this time that the princi- 


pals will bring people and information 
concerning this proposal that has not 
been publicly divulged before," he said. 


Some opponents of the PUD are con- 


cerned over possible loss of Sarah's 
Grove, a stand of more than 100-year-old 
oak trees on the north side of Schaum- 
burg Road. 


Trustees and Atcher have pledged as 


much of the grove as possible will be left 
intact 


"We must be earful, however, when 


we attempt to tell an owner what to do 
with his property," Atcher said recently. 


He said a tree does its job wherever 


planted and noted that objection to re- 
moval of the grove voiced "three to five 
years ago, while the developer was plan- 
ning, could have made a difference. 


Atcher believes the lifespan of an oak 


tree to be between 100 to 150 years. 


"With some of the trees over 100 years 


now, 
I wonder if we are not talking of 


preserving 
something which may be 


dead in a few years anyway," he added, 
stressing the need for continued refores- 
tation throughout Schaumburg. 


Board Letter 
Protests 
Cycle Races 


The Arlington Heights Village Board 


has decided to pen a letter protesting the 
motorcycle race held Friday at Arlington 
Park Race Track. 


The letter was a watered down com- 


promise approved after Village Trustee 
Frank Palmatier withdrew a motion to 
send a letter stating the race was a vio- 
lation of zoning laws and asking the 
track to "cease and desist" from such 
activities. 


The village board Tuesday night \va« 


meeting as a committee of the whole to 
discuss the effect of Friday's Yamaha 
Gold Cup race which drew an estimated 
21,000 spectators. 


In a revised motion, Palmatier said 


the letter should point out the nuisances 
of noise, dust and the lights used for the 
night race. 


Village Trustee Theodore Salinsky said 


there was no question that the races 
"were damn noisy. It was terrible," and 
other trustees agreed with his comments 


Palmatier described the noise in the 


immediate area as "devastating" and 
recommended the board inform the track 
officials that the village board consid- 
ered the holding of the race illegal. 


Village Pres. Jack Walsh said he did 


not think the board should create a con- 
flict with the legal opinion provided by 
the Village Atty. Jack Siegel. The attor- 
ney said he felt the event was legal ac- 
cording to the annexation agreement be- 
tween the track and the village, ap- 
proved in 1969. 


PALMATIER, an attorney himself, dis- 


agreed with that opinion and said if the 
village did not protest this particular 
event, it might have trouble in the future 
in preventing other night activities or 
events which might be objectionable.

Pat Tntle was four years old when he 


built his first model airplane Fourteen 
years and hundreds of models later, he is 
getting paid to design them 


Tritle began putting together cards to 


form airplanes as a presschooler. As the 
years passed, the models he made be- 
came more complex. And this month. 
"Model Airplane News" purchased a 
blueprint of his latest self-propelled crea- 
tion 


"A lot of my planes didn't fly the first 


time." said Tritle. who has a small room 
in the rear of his home at 3914 Wren Ln , 
Rolling Meadows, where he designs and 
builds the planes. "After the first one 
file*, you want to try another one , a 
more complex model. ' Pat said. 


His latest creations are powered by a 


rubber band in the rear of the plane and 
the most successful flight was 200 to 300 
yards through the air The launch pad is 
the top of a car and sometimes the trees

You just have to patch it up 
and make corrections and try it again,"

HE HAS HAD plenty of failures. Hang- 


ing in the den of his house are some 
planes that "didn't quite make it." More 
than 18 models are suspended from the 
ceiling in the room and other models on 
shelves show Tritle's enthusiasm for the 
model hobby. 


The self-propelled planes have balsa 


wood frames. Paper is stretched around 
the wings and the body and water is ap- 
plied to tighten the paper. 


Some of the models take two to three 


years to perfect, but others can be made 
in two or three days. He's now working 
on a facsimile of a World War II bomber 
and also a radio-controlled boat. 


Tntle is a draftsman for a local engi- 


neering firm and a part-time student at 
Harper College. He says high school me- 
chanical drawing helped him most in 
learning to perfect the airplane designs. 


"You learned to use a T-square and 


correct lettering." he said. Before the 
mechanical drawing course, he had 
made drawings in ink and a yardstick 
was his straight edge. 


Although he is expanding the hobby to 


other kits, airplane design is still his spe- 
cialty. "I think I'll go into professional 
airplane design someday." he said.

A plan to build eight 70-foot-ta!i storage 


silns was endorsed unanimously by the 
Wheeling Zoning Board of Appeals Tues- 
day evening 


The board voted unanimously on a 


request from Rock Road Construction 
Co. that a height variation be granted for 
the silos which would be used to store 
sand and gravel for making asphalt. 


The plant is on Wheeling Road south 


of Dundee Road. 


I'nder a realignment plan for the road 


the plant will be bordered on the west by 
t h e r o a d extension named South 
McHenry Road. The company proposed 
building the eight silos through the 
middle of the property with several lo- 
cated on what is now Wheeling Road.

Tuesday, McCabe said that the new 


equipment might also result in reduced 
operating hours at the plant because in- 
creased production would be possible in 
a shorter time with the new equipment. 


Whether shorter hours will be adopted 


will of course depend on business and the 
economy, he said. 


McCabe testified that the company 


would fence the entire piece of property, 
will landscape areas of the development 
and will blacktop all the areas not land- 
scaped or covered by buildings. The 
blacktop will help with dust control he 
said 


He told the zoning board that the Com- 


monwealth Edison Co. utility lines on the 
west of the property are higher than the 
silos would be. Zoning board chairman 
Douglas Cargill estimated that the Edi- 
son high tension line towers in the area 
are approximately 148 feet tall. 


McCabe explained that the village has 


already given Rock Road a height vari- 
ance from the regular 40 foot limitation 
to a 60-foot maximum height. But for the 
silos and the equipment on the top of 
them an additional 10 feet will be 
needed, he said. 


BERGER TOLD THE zoning board 


that the silos would be approximately 22 
feet in diameter. 


Berger said that the silos would re- 


ceive materials at the ground level by 
dump truck or by rail and would dis- 
perse the materials underground by bulk 
feeders to plant 


The installation of the silos would elim- 


inate all outside storage. The new sys- 
tem, he said, would result in the sand 
and gravel being either in the covered 
silo or on a covered conveyor at all 
times. 


He said the silos must be 70 feet high 


to keep enough materials on hand for 
use of the plant. The silos would be 
made of concrete and steel. 


Charles Skinner, an environmental con- 


sultant hired by Rock Road, said the new 
silo system would give the company "the 
ultimate in environmental control." He 
said it would help curb noise by eliminat- 
ing the need for an enloader to carry the 
materials from open stockpiles to the 
plant 


BEFORE THE zoning board voted to 


recommend that the village board grant 
the height variation Cargill said, that be- 
cause of increased emphasis on pollution 
control Rock Road might be voluntarily 
doing a job which might be forced upon 
them later 


The final decision on whether to allow 


the height variation will be up to Wheel- 
ing's village board.

Board Letter 
Protests 
Cycle Races 


The Arlington Heights Village Board 


has decided to pen a letter protesting the 
motorcycle race held Friday at Arlington 
Park Race Track. 


The letter was a watered down com- 


promise approved after Village Trustee 
Frank Palmatier withdrew a motion to 
send a letter stating the race was a vio- 
lation of zoning laws and asking the 
track to "cease and desist" from such 
activities. 


The village board Tuesday night was 


meeting as a committee of the whole to 
discuss the effect of Friday's Yamaha 
Gold Cup race which drew an estimated 
21,000 spectators. 


In a revised motion, Palmatier said 


the letter should point out the nuisances 
of noise, dust and the lights used for the 
night race. 


Village Trustee Theodore Salinsky said 


there was no question that the races 
"were damn noisy. It was terrible," and 
other trustees agreed with his comments. 


Palmatier described the noise in the 


immediate area as "devastating" and 
recommended the board inform the track 
officials that the village board consid- 
ered the holding of the race illegal. 


Village Pres. Jack Walsh said he did 


not think the board should create a con- 
flict with the legal opinion provided by 
the Village Atty. Jack Siegel. The attor- 
ney said he felt the event was legal ac- 
cording to the annexation agreement be- 
tween the track and the village, ap- 
proved in 1969. 


PALMATIER, an attorney himself, dis- 


agreed with that opinion and said if the 
village did not protest this particular 
event, it might have trouble in the future 
in preventing other night activities or 
events which might be objectionable. 


Village Pres. Jack Walsh said there 


were definitely two very bad effects — 
lights and noise — from Friday's race. 
' The event should be used as a "case in 


point" to show the relationship between 
the village and the track needs to be 
clarified. 


Walsh added that a meeting between 


track officials and the village board will 
be held in the near future to discuss the 
annexation agreement and the conditions 
of that document. 


Trustee Alice Harms said she agreed 


the agreement had to be clarified to spell 
out exactly what types of controls the 
village has over what activities and de- 
velopment take place at Arlington Park. 


When the annexation agreement was 


passed, people were assured and reas- 
sured "that we could have sufficient 
controls over what happens out there. I 
think we must prove to the people of this 
community that we have a control," 
Mrs. Harms said.

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THE HERALD Lady Detective Looks For Trouble

She wasn't always getting smashed in 


the face by a dope addict caught shop- 
lifting, sent flying across a department 
store counter and winding up with 18 
stitches in her leg. 


Working until 3 or 4 in the morning, 


staking out an unfaithful husband or 
wife, or going undercover on an industri- 
al espionage job hasn't always been her 
bag. 


Mrs Gene Thorsen, a petite Arlington 


Heights woman who prefers to keep her 
age as mysterious as her work, has also 
known the other, more gentle side of life. 


This woman, who has logged 10 years 


in the detective business and is still go- 
ing strong, also has served as president 
of a Democratic women's club, a cam- 
paign coordinator for former Gov. Sam 
Shapiro, a member of the PTA and even 
a Brownie troop leader. 


Today she spends much of her time in 


a cluttered corner of her basement with 
all the equipment a detective needs ex- 
cept a beat-up fedora. 


There are cameras — lots of cameras 


of all shapes and sizes. And tape record- 


ers (five in all), movie projectors and 
more than a dozen wigs, all shades, all 
styles. 


FOR THE last five years, she has op- 


erated her own, licensed, insured and 
bonded detective agency. Headquarters 
is her home at 315 N. Pine, a house that 
once belonged to the first mayor of Ar- 
lington Heights and right in line with her 
business, comes complete with secret 
panels and sliding walls. 


About 10 years ago, Mrs. Thorsen man- 


aged a dress shop. She became so good 
at catching shoplifters she decided to fol- 
low the advice of a friend who told her, 
"Gene, why don't you become a private 
eye?" 


Step two in her new career was to spot 


an ad in a local newspaper. It read: "De- 
tective Agency: Men wanted. Must be 
experienced." 


Being neither male nor experienced, 


she applied. It was no drawback for Mrs. 
Thorsen, who got the job and trained 
with a Chicago agency for three years in 
industrial espionage, retail security and 
domestic cases. 


After her three years of apprenticeship 


were up, she was eligible to take the 
state exams. "There were 30 men and me 
in the exam room. All I know it that the 
one woman passed," she said. 


TODAY, HER work usually starts at 


about 8 p.m. and ends in the empty 
street hours the following morning. 


She trails people and testifies for or 


against people in court. Her office is usu- 
ally a cocktail lounge setting, a motel 
parking lot or street corner after street 
corner of cruising in her long, sleek Riv- 
iera, shadowing a man, woman or both. 


"Contrary to what most people think, 


the majority of my domestic cases in- 
volve women," she said, blaming much 
of the infidelity on the increasing amount 
of leisure time a great many bored 
housewives experience. 


On the more dangerous assignments, 


she works only with local police who 
moonlight to pick up a few extra dollars. 
"I send them out on anything that looks 
like it could be a bit hairy. I've learned 
my lesson." 


That lesson came during one of her 


first assignments in a large department 


store retail security. Keep an eye out for 
shoplifters. If you see one, signal for 
help. Then move in. That was her job. 


FINALLY THE chance came to carry 


out her assignment. A man, a large man 
who police later learned was very high 
on heroin, was seen stuffing merchandise 
under his coat 


Mrs. Thorsen decided to move in. But 


when she signaled for help, no one came. 
So she went it alnne, bagging Iwr man. 
as well as afew lumps, bruises and 
stitches. 


She plans on not repeating that scene, 


although her line of work offers no guar- 
antee that it won't happen again. 


Nearly every night she is on the job. 


Left behind is one high school-age son, a 
husband and an empty cup of coffee sit- 
ting next to a note pad on her desk and a 
telephone where numbers have been 
written in a hurry on the wall it hangs 
on. 


Her chair is pushed away from the 


desk and is set to one side. 


Blonde, brunette or redhead, Mrs. 


Thorsen is on the job again.

The population of School Dist. 96 is ex- 


pected to grow so rapidly that temporary 
double sessions may again be necessary 
even if voters approve the district's Sept. 
25 referendum 


Dist 96 officials hope to complete the 


current school year without double ses- 
sions, but these may be necessary begin- 
ning next September. 


In the referendum, the district is ask- 


ing voters to approve money for a new 
school but even if the school is approved, 
it will not be ready for students until 
September, 1973 - a year after the dis- 
trict's two present schools are expected 
to reach capacity enrollment. 


The third school would be built with 


money supplied by the state. The district 
has requested a $2.250.000 interest free 
state loan but may not receive this 
much, according to school officials. 


The voters must approve a tax levy to 


repay the state loan. An $835.000 bond 
issue for school site purchases and school 
improvements will also be on the ballot.

Building Activity Passes $1 Million 


Building activity 
in Buffalo Grove 


passed the $1 million mark for the month 
of August and produced slightly over 
$7,000 in revenues from building permits, 
according to figures released at last 
Monday's village board meeting. 


The figures are contained in a monthly 


activity report prepared by Village Mgr.

96 school board 
meeting. 


The park commissioners 
agree to 


grade the park site within a week. Dist. 


96 board members agreed to seed the 
property once grading is completed, as 
part of an agreement for joint devel- 
opment of the land by the school and 
park districts. 


Play equipment and a baseball dia- 


mond will be installed at the Willow 
Grove site. 


$1,087,632. The amount of revenue from 
permits was $7,347, according to the re- 
port. 


THE BUILDING department made 327 


separate inspections during the month, 
and noted 196 building code violations. 


During August, the public works de- 


partment swept all 100 miles of village 
streets, used 15 tons of blacktop for road 
repairs, and trimmed or removed 113 vil- 
lage trees on parkways. The water de- 
partment installed eight new meters and 
answered 121 customer service calls.

were used in the village during the 
month at an average of 2,115,000 gallons 
per day.

made 14 routine inspections of businesses 
and investigated 10 complaints of an en- 
vironmental nature.

Board Letter 
Protests 
Cycle Races 


The Arlington Heights Village Board 


has decided to pen a letter protesting the 
motorcycle race held Friday at Arlington 
Park Race Track. 


The letter was a watered down com- 


promise approved after Village Trustee 
Frank Palmatier withdrew a motion to 
send a letter stating the race was a vio- 
lation of zoning laws and asking the 
track to "cease and desist" from such 
activities. 


The village board Tuesday night was 


meeting as a committee of the whole to 
discuss the effect of Friday's Yamaha 
Gold Cup race which drew an estimated 
21,000 spectators. 


In a revised motion, Palmatier said 


the letter should point out the nuisances 
of noise, dust and the lights used for the 
night race. 


Village Trustee Theodore Salinsky said 


there was no question that the races 
"were damn noisy. It was terrible," and 
other trustees agreed with his comments. 


Palmatier described the noise in the 


immediate area as "devastating" and 
recommended the board inform the track 
officials that the village board consid- 
ered the holding of the race illegal. 


Village Pres. Jack Walsh said he did 


not think the board should create a con- 
flict with the legal opinion provided by 
the Village Atty. Jack Siegel. The attor- 
ney said he felt the event was legal ac- 
cording to the annexation agreement be- 
tween the track and the village, ap- 
proved in 1969. 


PALMATIER, an attorney himself, dis- 


agreed with that opinion and said if the 
village did not protest this particular 
event, it might have trouble in the future 
in preventing other night activities or 
events which might be objectionable. 


Village Pres. Jack Walsh said there 


were definitely two very bad effects — 
lights and noise — from Friday's race. 
The event should be used as a "case in 
point" to show the relationship between 
the village and the track needs to be 
clarified. 


Walsh added that a meeting between 


track officials and the village board will 
be held in the near future to discuss the 
annexation agreement and the conditions 
of that document. 


Trustee Alice Harms said she agreed 


the agreement had to be clarified to spell 
out exactly what types of controls the 
village has over what activities and de- 
velopment take place at Arlington Park. 


When the annexation agreement was 


passed, people were assured and reas- 
sured "that we could have sufficient 
controls over what happens out there. I 
think we must prove to the people of this 
community that we have a control," 
Mrs. Harms said.

park district attorney Roger Bjorvik The 
tax would then be about 18 cents per

Bjorvik said it was difficult estimate 


exactly 
what the assessed

would be but said he thought it would be 
about $90 million Last year s assessed 
viluation for the paik district was $84 
million 


THE MAJOR increase in the park dis- 


trict s levy is the bond and interest fund, 
which is up about $30,000 from last year 
This mci ease is because the park district 
must begin repaying the principal on 
bonds issued Feb 1, 1966, for the first 
time this year 


T h e park 
board also 
tentatively 


awarded a contract to DuBois and Glan- 
der of Arlington Heights, to pave the 
parking lot and resurface the tennis 
courts at Community Park The parking 
lot is scheduled to be completed by Oct 
15, and the tennis courts, to be done in 
the spi ing, should be ready by May 15 


DuBois and Glander submitted the low- 


est bid for the project, and will get the 
contract after park district director Fred 
Hall determines they are qualified to do 
the work a formality The total project 
is expected to cost about $11,500

To Decide Vote?

Dollars rather than issues have be- 


come the main factor in how people pull 
the lever m the voting booth. 


While schools still rank as a prime con- 


cern, the present economic situation has 
forced many to vote their pocketbooks. 


Faced with the current economic situ- 


ation and the trend throughout the nation 
of voters defeating referenda, it took real 
Eiits for the Palatine-Rolling Meadows 
Dist. 15 Board of Education to schedule a 
referendum for Oct TO (Devil's Night), 
the nieht before Halloween, but the 
hoard hopes not an omen. 


In scheduling the referendum, 
the 


hoard and administration was not obliv- 
irms to the problems confronting them in 
gaming voter approval, but felt it had no 
alternative. 


THE 
POSSIBILITY 
of abandoning 


plans to develop a junior high school sys- 
tem and rebiddmg or redesigning Pala- 
tine Hills Junior High School was dis- 
cussed The board was unanimous in its 
opinion that the Junior high schools 
should be developed separate from the 
elementary schools, and the plans and 
bids 
for Palatine Hills Junior High 


School were sound although $1 million 
higher than anticipated. 


Fared with these facts, the board had 


no choice but to rest its case with the 
voters. Consequently, the board Oct. 3(1 
will ask voter approval of two proposals. 
The first is a request for authority to 
transfer $1 million from the sale of bonds 
in 1W7 and I!)fi9 for an elementary school 
into the Palntme 
Hills Junior High 


School building fund Second is a propos- 
al asking for authority to issue between 
$.'! :i and $3 5 million in bonds for the con- 
struction of tun new elementary schools 
to be opened by the fall of 1975 


The Oct 3n date was necessitated by 


the board's need to take action on the 
bids received for construction of Palatine 


Hills. Opening of the junior high is al- 
ready a year behind schedule. 


The board realizes it is going to be 


pressed for time to present the facts to 
the voters but feels it can be done. Meet- 
ings with civic groups, parent-teacher as- 
sociations and others already have been 
scheduled. 


In the words of school board member 


Howard Meadors (and many others), "It 
is better to have tried and failed than not 
to have tried at all.'' 


"WE ARE OBLIGATED to give the 


voters the facts and live with their man- 
date," said Supt. Frank Whiteley, who 
admits it is going to be tough getting 
both proposals approved. 


One thing going for the district is the 


fact that since consolidation in 1946, the 
district has held 13 referenda and all 
have passed by at least a 2-to-l margin. 
Many interpret this as a vote of con- 
fidence in the board. 


Another factor in the board's favor is 


the fact that this is a bond issue referen- 
dum and would not necessarily mean an 
increase in taxes. This is because the 
debt retirement on other bonds is de- 
creasing and the assessed valuation in 
the district is increasing, providing a 
broader base for payment of the debt 
retirement. 


Despite its fine record, belief there is a 


definite need for the schools and possible 
approval of the referendum would not ne- 
cessitate a tax increase, the board is still 
going to have to do a powerful selling 
job. 


Taxpayers are going to have to be 


more convinced than ever before that the 
construction of the schools is absolutely 
necessary 
Even then the referendum 


only stands a 50-50 chance, as this is one 
of the taxpayers' few chances to indicate 
disapproval of rising taxes. 


It is hoped the proposals will be ap- 


proved or defeated on their merits alone.

"I 
couldn't have worked for a better man 
than Bill Milne. But the only thing that 
could have gotten me away«from Pala- 
tine happened. Uncle Sam called me." 


Hall was drafted in December of 1966, 


and at the time he was actually director 
of the park district. Milne had resigned 
to become park district director in Ur- 
bana, and Hall was elevated to the post. 
But once he got his draft notice, he had 
to serve only as acting director, and that 
only for about a month. 


"I was a drill sergeant at Fort Ord, 


Calif, which was actually a good experi- 
ence for me, since all my education was 
aimed at leadership The only trouble 
was that the experience took two years," 
he said. 


AFTER THE ARMY, Hall went into 


private business, another valuable expe- 
rience for him. "I learned business man- 
agement when I was in the business 
world," he said "Most schools fail to get 
that across to recreation majors. It's 
easy to be Mr. Good Guy and not pay 
enough attention to the cold, hard facts 
of being responsible for taxpayers' mon- 
ey." 


And then in August. Hall completed a 


full circle, going from Palatine, to Cali- 
fornia, to the East for business and then 
back to Palatine, this time as director. 
His. wife, Marilyn, had been in Palatine 
before, as they were married two weeks 
before Hall started here in 1965, but this 
time they brought their 
3V4-year-old 


daughter, Wendy. 


And the Halls almost never made it

back, for Hall had an offer from Texas A 
& M University to work for his doctorate 
in recreation resource development. But 
Hall decided in favor of Palatine and 
soon his new house will be ready, evi- 
dence that Hall, only 29 is planning to 
stay around for quite some time.

Fire At Community Park A Mystery 


Police and fire officials have still not 


determined a cause for the Monday night 
fire that partially destroyed the Palatine 
Park District's administration building 
at Community Park. But arson still re- 
mains a possibility. 


P a l a t i n e Police Detective Walter 


Schoenfeld said Wednesday that he had 
sent some items, which he did not name, 
to the Cook County crime laboratory for 
evaluation. 


If the crime lab confirms his own find- 


ings, Schoenfeld said, "the trail will get 
hotter," inferring that the findings may 
show arson was the cause of the fire. 


"We do have some evidence," he said, 


"and it should be back from the crime 
lab in a couple of days. But right now it 
would be premature to say arson defi- 
nitely was the cause." 


SCHOENFELD said it is hard to find 


evidence of arson in a building so thor- 
oughly burnt, and that the investigation 
of the scene by Palatine Fire Chief Or- 
ville Helms, an assistant state fire mar- 
shal and himself also showed up a faulty 
electric switch and a faulty electrical 
socket 


According to Helms, the fire started in 


the director's office. The socket is in the 
closet in that office, but the switch is in 
the entranceway to the building. 


But Schoenfeld said the quickness and 


thoroughness of the fire suggests arson is 
possible. A park district security guard, 
Richard Edelblute, made a complete in- 
spection of the building at about 11 p m , 
according to park district director Fred 
Hall, and found nothing. 


But when Edelblute again went to the 


building at about 11:45, Hall said, he div

Coroner's Jury Rules Auto 
Death Was 'Accidental' 


A Cook County Coroner's Jury Monday 


returned a verdict of accidental death in 
the inquest into the May 15 accident in 
Palatine which killed one person and in- 
jured four others. 


The inquest had become controversial 


because of doubt about who was driving 
the car that allegedly caused the acci- 
dent. 
. Craig Spaulding. 19, of 1335 Kenilworth 
Rd., Palatine, was killed in the two-car 
crash near Arlington Park Dodge, 1400 
E Palatine Rd. Glen Upland, 19, of 540 
E. Lincoln, Palatine, was also in the car 
at the time of the crash and was injured. 
The car belonged to Upland. 


Also injured were the driver and two 


passengers in the second car. 


ACCORDING TO Palatine Police Offi- 


cer Raymond Smyk, he testified at the 
inquest that his investigation of the acci- 
dent indicated Spaulding was driving at 
the time of the accident. Smyk said Up- 
land also testified that Spaulding was 
driving. 


Smyk also said some of the witnesses 


to the accident testified that the Upland 
car may have been drag-racing with an- 
other car, aid that the Upland car ap- 
peared to lose control and cross the me- 
dian strip of Northwest Highway, being 
hit by the second car. 


Smyk said he had turned over all his 


findings on the accident to the state's at- 
torney's office, and that it would be up to 
that office to determine if any charges 
should be placed. But Smyk said he 
doubted if any charges would now be 
placed, since it has already been four 
months since the accident. 


The coroner's jury only has authority 


to rule the cause of death, and its verdict 
would have no bearing on any criminal 
or civil action that might arise from the 
accident. 


However, the state's attorney will often 


use the coroner's jury verdict in unusual 
deaths to determine whether to convene 
a grand jury for possible murder in- 
dictments. 


Postpone Decision

Involved is a Schaumburg Road site 


between Pleasant 
Drive and Illinois 


Boulevard, which is being proposed as a 
hospital-medical-residential complex by 
J. Emil Anderson and Sons, land devel- 
opers 


On Aug. 10, in a four to two board vote, 


trustees refused to concur with the zon- 
ing board of appeals earlier recommen- 
dation for PUD zoning. 


The following week, Mayor Robert 0 


Atcher revealed the existence of "privi- 
leged" information that could change the 
complexion of the PUD, particularly 
with regard to hospital construction. 


Although the item appeared on this 


week's village board agenda, Atcher 
asked that trustees defer the matter an- 
other week to accommodate the devel- 
oper. 


ONE OF the principals has been out of 


town and had just returned Tuesday, Al- 
cher explained. 


"It will be at this time that the princi- 


pals will bring people and information 
concerning this proposal that has not 
been publicly'divulged before," he said. 


Some opponents of the PUD are con- 


cerned over possible loss of Sarah's 
Grove, a stand of more than 100-year-old 
oak trees on the north side of Schaum- 
burg Road. 


Trustees and Atcher have pledged as 


much of the grove as possible will be left 
intact. 


"We must be earful, however, when 


we attempt to tell an owner what to do 
with his property," Atcher said recently. 


He said a tree does its job wherever 


planted and noted that objection to re- 
moval of the grove voiced three to five 
years ago, while the developer was plan- 
ning, could have made a difference. 


Atcher believes the lifespan of an oak 


tree to be between 100 to 150 years. 


"With some of the trees over 100 years 


now, 
I wonder if we are not talking of 


preserving something which may be 


dead in a few years anyway," he added, 
stressing the need for continued refores- 
tation throughout Schaumburg.

She wasn't always getting smashed in 


the face by a dope addict caught shop- 
lifting, sent flying across a department 
store counter and winding up with 18 
stitches in her leg. 


Working until 3 or 4 in the morning, 


staking out an unfaithful husband or 
wife, or going undercover on an industri- 
al espionage job hasn't always been her 
bag. 


Mrs. 
Gene Thorsen, a petite Arlington 


Heights woman who prefers to keep her 
age as mysterious as her work, has also 
known the other, more gentle side of life. 


This woman, who has logged 10 years 


in the detective business and is still go- 
ing strong, also has served as president 
of a Democratic women's club, a cam- 
paign coordinator for former Gov. Sam 
Shapiro, a member of the PTA and even 
a Brownie troop leader. 


Today she spends much of her time in 


a cluttered corner of her basement with 
all the equipment a detective needs ex- 
cept a beat-up fedora. 


There are cameras — lots of cameras 


of all shapes and sizes. And tape record- 


ers (five in all), movie projectors and 
more than a dozen wigs, all shades, all 
styles. 


FOR THE last five years, she has op- 


erated her own, licensed, insured and 
bonded detective agency. Headquarters 
is her home at 315 N. Pine, a house that 
once belonged to the first mayor of Ar- 
lington Heights and right in line with her 
business, comes complete 
with secret 


panels and sliding walls. 


About 10 years ago, Mrs. Thorsen man- 


aged a dress shop. She became so good 
at catching shoplifters she decided to fol- 
low the advice of a friend who told her, 
"Gene, why don't you become a private 
eye?" 


Step two in her new career was to spot 


an ad in a local newspaper. It read: "De- 
tective Agency: Men wanted. Must be 
experienced." 


Being neither male nor experienced, 


she applied. It was no drawback for Mrs. 
Thorsen, who got the job and trained 
with a Chicago agency for three years in 
industrial espionage, retail security and 
domestic cases. 


After her three years of apprenticeship 


were up, she was eligible to take the 
state exams. "There were 30 men and me 
in the exam room. All I know it that the 
one woman passed," she said. 


TODAY, HER work usually starts at 


about 8 p m. and ends in the empty 
street hours the following morning. 


She trails people and testifies for or 


against people in court. Her office is usu- 
ally a cocktail lounge setting, a motel 
parking lot or street corner after street 
corner of cruising in tyer long, sleek Riv- 
iera, shadowing a man, woman or both. 


"Contrary to what most people think, 


the majority of my domestic cases in- 
volve women," she said, blaming much 
of the infidelity on the increasing amount 
of leisure time a great many bored 
housewives experience. 


On the more dangerous assignments, 


she works only with local police who 
moonlight to pick up a few extra dollars. 
"I send them out on anything that looks 
like it could be a bit hairy. I've learned 
my lesson." 


That lesson came during one of her 


first assignments in a large department 


store retail security. Keep an eye out for 
shoplifters 
If you see one, signal for 


help Then move in. That was her job. 


FINALLY THE chance came to carry 


out her assignment A man, a large man 
who police later learned was very high 
on heroin, was seen stuffing merchandise 
under his coat. 


Mrs. 
Thorsen decided to move in. But 


when she signaled for help, no one came. 
So she went it alone, bagging Ivr man, 
as well as afew lumps, bruises and 
stitches 


She plans on not repeating that scene, 


although her line of work offers no guar- 
antee that it won't happen again. 


Nearly every night she is on the job. 


Left behind is one high school-age son, a 
husband and an empty cup of coffee sit- 
ting next to a note pad on her desk and a 
telephone where numbers have been 
written in a hurry on the wall it hangs 
on. 


Her chair is pushed away from the 


desk and is set to one side.

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OK Tax Levy Law 
That May Lower 
Individual Taxes 


Rolling Meadows City Council has ap- 


proved a tax levy ordinance which is ex- 
pected to lower individual taxes about 
$20 next year. 


However, the tax levy of $115,933. the 


lowest in the city's history, may be elim- 
inated completely in December, if "the 
cash position of the city remains as it is 
now." Mayor Roland Meyer announced 
Tuesday night. 


The low tax levy resulting in less indi- 


vidual taxes is possible because of large 
sales tax returns which totalled more 
than $1 million during the city's last fis- 
cal year. If the sales tax revenue contin- 
ues to be returned to Rolling Meadows at 
IN present monthly rate, the levy will be 
abolished in December. 


The 1971-72 tax levy is less than half of 


the amount levied in Rolling Meadows 
last year, said City Treasurer Robert 
Cole. Last year residents paid for the li- 
brary fund, police pension fund, corpo- 
rate fund and mental health through 
their taxes. This year only the $115.933 
fnr the library fund will be paid for by 
city taxpayers 


If the strong financial situation in Roll- 


ing Meadows remains constant during 
the next lew months, the library fund 
will be financed by sales tax rather than 
individual taxes 


' It's hard to justify a tax levy of any- 


kind." Meyer told city council. "We will 
put forth a study between now and the 
first of the year 
. . and if the cash 


position is the same we will do away 
with it (city taxes)." he said

CITY COUNCIL has been considering 


a tax reduction for the past few years 
when sales tax revenue began to make 
up a large part of the city's total budget. 
City officials had waited to reduce taxes 
to see if the sales tax returns remained 
stable. 


This year's sales tax returns have been 


larger than ever, allowing the reduced 
tax aid and possibly eliminating all city 
taxes for residents. 


The total Rolling Meadows budget for 


the 1971-72 fiscal year is about $2.5 mil- 
lion, an increase of $400,000 over the pre- 
vious year's budget. The $115,933 levy 
means less than 5 per cent of the total 
budget will be paid for through city 
taxes 


Cole emphasized the total tax bill re- 


ceived by residents will not be greatly 
changed, because residents pay taxes 
each year to more than 20 taxing bodies. 
School districts receive more than 80 per 
cent of the total tax bill. 


He also said it should be noted the 


trend of increased budget and lower city 
taxes "is not being done in most munici- 
palities." 


The Rolling Meadows levy is compared

Area Reaps Tax Benefits 


The probable elimination of all city 


taxes later this year is another example 
of the benefits city residents are realiz- 
ing from industrial sales tax returns. 


Rolling Meadows, one of the smallest 


Northwest suburban communities, now 
ranks with Arlington Heights and Mount 
Prospect as a leader in sales tax reve- 
nue. 


T h e 
unusual situation began in 


January, 1969, when the city received 
$45,053 compared to $20,761 the previous 
month. City Treasurer Robert Cole was 
amazed by the large sales tax increase 
and felt there may have been a mistake 
when the money was distributed from 
Springfield. 


Cole and other city officials could not 


understand how a municipality of less 
than 20,000 residents could generate as 
much sales as other nearby villages with 
larger shopping complexes and retail es- 
tablishments. 


After checking with Illinois officials, 


it was determined a manufacturer, be- 
lieved to be Western Electric Co., is gen- 
erating the large sales resulting in mon- 
ey returned to the city. 


The sales taxes have continued to in- 


crease and now the city receives about 
$100,000 each month. In late 1970, Rolling 
Meadows had accumulated $712,689 in 
surplus funds from the sales tax returns. 


AFTER THE 
MONEY was being 


placed in surplus, city officials decided 
to reduce the cost of services to tax- 
payers. 


City stickers prices were reduced and 


garbage is now picked up free of charge 
by the city public works department. 
More than $220,000 was initially used to 
set up the free garbage service. The 
city's most extensive sidewalk and street 
improvements ever have been under- 
taken in the past two years. 


Rolling Meadows City Hall is being 


doubled in size at a cost of more than 
$200,000. The library was given $30,000 of 
the surplus money for library books. 


The Rolling Meadows city garage was 


also expanded using about $200,000 in 
sales tax money. Yesterday the $100,000 
garbage compacting station began oper- 
ation and will be used to pick up multi- 


family and commercial refuse at a re- 
duced cost to the merchants. 


The Illinois Department of Revenue re- 


ported Rolling Meadows manufacturers- 
paid $2,729,019.47 in 1969 sales tax. Roll- 
ing Meadows' 1969 industrial sales tax 
was second only to the City of Chicago in 
the entire state of Illinois.

as the city's garbage compacting system 
went into operation yesterday.

compactor is expected to save the city 
$25,000 on scavenger service. The sav- 
ings will be realized because the garbage 
collected will be compressed to half its 
volume, resulting in a reduction of 
dumping costs and use of a special truck 
to transport the compacted garbage will 
free pick up trucks for more work on the 
street. 


Previously the city has hauled its gar- 


bage to Elgin in the same trucks which 
pick up the bags off the curb. Dumping 
costs at the Elgin dump are based on 
volume rather than weight. 


At present the compactor is being used 


only for single-family dwellings but the 
city hopes to be able to expand the oper- 
ation in the future and use the compactor 
on garbage from multiple family units. 


City officials hope the compacting sys- 


tem, which cost the city about $103,000, 
can be paid in five years.

During 20 years of state-side duty in 


the armed forces medical corps, Donald 
Schindler saw a lot of environmental 
health problems. 


He worked in military health programs 


while stationed in Massachusetts, Mary- 
land. Pennsylvania. New York and Illi- 
nois. Now retired from the service at age 
42. Schindler is in the process of estab- 
lishing the first Rolling Meadows health 
program. 


"The problems are the same here as 


those on the military bases," Schindler 
said. "There are food service problems, 
solid waste and environmental health." 


One of his first health inspections after 


recently being appointed city sanitarian 
was at Salt Creek Ke found most fish 
wouldn't go near the stream because of 
pollution. "It's not enough to find out it 
polluted

. we must trace the 


source," he said after health laboratory 
finding showed the creek contaminated. 


With help from the Illinois Environ- 


mental Protection Agency and Arlington 
Heights health officials, it was deter- 
mined the source of pollution was the Ar- 
lington Park Rare Track and a repri- 
mand was issued. Steps are now being 


taken 
to 
prevent 
further 
pollution, 


Schindler said. 


SCHINDLER HELD dual jobs as full- 


time sanitarian at Northbrook and part- 
time health officer in Buffalo Grove be- 
fore coming to Rolling Meadows. 


His goal here "is to establish a sound 


and progressive program." This includes 
complete inspection programs and in- 
vestigation but most important is to edu- 
cate persons in proper health rules, he 
believes. 


"Education is the key to a good pro- 


gram," he commented, rather than tick- 
eting the merchant for improper health 
standards. All health inspections are 
made on a "non-scheduled basis," he 
added. 


A questionnaire has been mailed to 


city merchants and food handlers asking 
their feelings toward a city workshop for 
food sanitation. "This is an example of 
the educational thought." 


Schindler's wife, June, is a career 


nurse and is presently director of nursing 
at the Northbrook Nursing Home. He 
said his son may also enter the health 
care field. His son David is 17 and 
daughter Susan is 16.

Dietrick And Jones Were 
Here—To Clean The Creek

Long hair and mod garb marked two 


IR-year-olds Saturday during the creek 
cleanup in Schaumburg. 


The two boys were set apart from the 


rest of the crowd gathered to make the 
village a safer, more sightly place to 
live, and the reasons they were different 
are many. 


Bruce Dietrick and Jim Jones arc from 


Westminster, Colo., a Denver suburb. 
During the past two months they've trav- 
eled more than 7,000 miles in a '57 
Chevrolet sedan given to them by a man 
who said, "If you can make it work you 
can have it " 


Their travels took them through the 


New England states, back west across 
Canada, and finally down to the Chicago 
area where they found their way to 
Schaumburg, nearly broke and without a 
place to stay. 


A local clergyman referred Dietrick 


and Jones to Russ Anslow, the Schaum- 
burg Township youth counselor, who 
found them work with the Schaumburg 
Park District. 


IN RECENT WEEKS they've been lay- 


ing sod, cleaning pools, playing guard at 
a park district construction site and 
doing odd labor . . . for $1.65 cents an 
hour. 


Bean sandwiches have been the staple 


of their diet while they try to accumu- 
late money to continue their travels. 


Dietrick and Jones plan to leave the 


area this week, travel north back to 
Canada, west across the country, then 
down through Washington, Oregon and 
California 
before 
returning home to 


Colorado. 


They've used park facilities for hous- 


ing and to keep clean. Jones sleeps in the 
trailer next to the recreation building un- 
der construction in the Lancer Park 
area, and Dietrick sleeps in the Chevy. 


"That way the sun wakes me up in the 


morning and we're not late for any- 
thing," Dietrick said. 


AFTER HEARING about the creek 


cleanup campaign, "we just wanted to 
help," said Jones. 


Dietrick added, "We pile our litter in 


the back seat of the car, then throw it all 
out at the end of the day," indicating 
concern about pollution, 


"Our school had an ecological week. 


We filled up a pickup truck twice," he 
added. 


The two travelers hadn't slept in a bed 


for two weeks, since staying in a Cana- 
dian youth hostel, but seemed no worse 
for their experience, 


Both boys demonstrated dispositions 


that were passive and pleasant yet they 
tackled the cleanup with an aggression 
contrary to their manner. 


They gave their time and energy to 


clean debris from the creek bed behind 
the $50,000 to $60,000 homes in the Lancer 
Park subdivision.

Board Letter 
Protests 
Cycle Races 


The Arlington Heights Village Board 


has decided to pen a letter protesting the 
motorcycle race held Friday at Arlington 
Park Race Track. 


The letter was a watered down com- 


promise approved after Village Trustee 
Frank Palmatier withdrew a motion to 
send a letter stating the race was a vio- 
lation of zoning laws and asking the 
track to "cease and desist" from such 
activities. 


The village board Tuesday night was 


meeting as a committee of the whole to 
discuss the effect of Friday's Yamaha 
Gold Cup race which drew an estimated 
21,000 spectators. 


In a revised motion, Palmatier said 


the letter should point out the nuisances 
of noise, dust and the lights used for the 
night race. 


Village Trustee Theodore Salinsky said 


there was no question that the races 
"were damn noisy. It was terrible," and 
other trustees agreed with his comments. 


Palmatier described the noise in the 


immediate area as "devastating" and 
recommended the board inform the track 
officials that the village board consid- 
ered the holding of the race illegal. 


Village Pres. Jack Walsh said he did 


not think the board should create a con- 
flict with the legal opinion provided by 
the Village Atty. Jack Siegel. The attor- 
ney said he felt the event was legal ac- 
cording to the annexation agreement be- 
tween the track and the village, ap- 
proved in 1969. 


PALMATIER, an attorney himself, dis- 


agreed with that opinion and said if the 
village did not protest this particular 
event, it might have trouble in the future 
in preventing other night activities or 
events which might be objectionable. 


Village Pres. Jack Walsh said there 


were definitely two very bad effects — 
lights and noise — from Friday's race. 
The event should be used as a "case in 
point" to show the relationship between 
the village and the track needs to be 
clarified. 


Walsh added that a meeting between

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Board Of Trustees 
Near Greatest 
Annexation Move 


Mount Prospect's village board has 


moved one step closer to a decision on 
what is perhaps the biggest annexation 
proposal in the history of the village. 


At a four-hour hearing Tuesday night, 


the village board took up the petition that 
calls for the annexation of a I'j-square 
mile area that includes some 8,000 per- 
sons. The petition, signed by about 3,600 
registered voters in the area, was turned 
over to the village in May by the Cook 
County Circuit Court. 


A second hearing on the matter, and 


perhaps a vote on the petition, is set for 
Sept. 28. Trustees Tuesday told the vil- 
lage attorney to have the necessary ordi- 
nance proposal ready for that meeting. A 
vote on the proposal is possible then 
though Mount Prospect Mayor Robert 
Teichert said, "This does not necessarily 
mean a vote will be taken that night." 


TUESDAY'S MEETING was the first 


time the entire board had dealt officially 
with the petition. Last month then Acting 
Village Mgr. John Zimmermann turned 
over a feasibility study on the proposal 
to trustees. The study had been prepared 
by Zimmermann and other village ad- 
ministrative officials. 


At Tuesday's meeting several home- 


owners associations presidents from the 
area involved in the proposal voiced their 
support of the annexation. The campaign 
to gather the necessary number of signa- 
tures on the petition had been done by 


Annex Would 
Absorb Forest 
Fire DepL 


Mount Prospect officials say the For-

However, 
Rickaby said some of the residents in 
his area were interested in the proposal. 


members of these groups. 


Patrick Link, the attorney representing 


the area under consideration, told the 
board Tuesday, "I believe the annexation 
affords the board an opportunity to 
make an investment in behalf of the 
citizens of Mount Prospect . . . I 
expect (the persons in the annexation 
proposal area) to contribute to the vil- 
lage." 


Joseph 
Grittani, a former village 


trustee and campaign manager for the 
three trustees elected last April, raised 
several economic questions about the an- 
nexation. Noting the area under consid- 
eration is substantially larger than ear- 
lier annexations he asked whether the 
annexation would "cost (the present vil- 
lage residents) a lot of dough." 


The feasibility study shows the annexa-

But, 
according to the study, the area will 
yield a net of $369,553 to the vil- 
lage three years after annexation goes 
into effect. 


TRUSTEE DANIEL AIIEF.N called 


for more information to be gathered on 
Citizens Utility Co., the firm that sup- 
plies water to the area. But, trustees 
voted down a motion that would have 
had village administrative officials gath- 
er that information. 


Ahern was critical of the annexation 


proposal because it failed to take up the 
matter of Citizens Utility. He questioned 
whether residents in that area would be 
forced to buy the utility after the annexa- 
tion took place.

As for the village residents, 
apparently they feel the board will base 
its judgment on sound reasoning." 


But Ahern guessed something else was 


behind the low turnout. Pointing to a fact 
sheet that had been distributed in the an- 
nexation area, he noted it indicated in- 
correctly that an election on the annexa- 
tion would be held in that area. Perhaps, 
he said, that was the reason behind the 
low turnout.

If Jeannie Christopher were a baseball 


player she'd be thinking twice before 
making it her career. 


Miss Christopher is 0 for 35 
That doesn't make for a good batting 


average in any league, especially when 
your job is to find housing for people who 
want to live in the Northwest suburbs. 


Miss Christopher is the housing coun- 


selor for the Northwest Opportunity Cen- 
ter, 3411 Kirchoff Rd,, Rolling Meadows 
She is responsible for finding housing for 
mostly Mexican-Americans in a 250- 
square-mile area in seven townships. 


In the less than two months she has 


been on the job she has been unable to 
find housing for any of the 35 families 
that sought help from her 


"It's sad but it proves the need for low- 


income housing," she said in a recent 
interview. 


She said low-income families are here 


despite the lack of housing. They are liv- 
ing on farms, in substandard housing and 
with other families in overcrowded con- 
ditions, she said. 


"I WAS SURPRISED when I saw these 


places," said Miss Christopher, 23, of 
River Forest. 


She said industry has attracted many 


of the Mexicari-Americans from Texas to 
the Northwest suburbs. Once here, how- 
ever, they find it difficult to find housing 
they can afford. 


Miss Christopher attempts to keep 


aware of any housing that is available by 
watching the ads in newspapers and re- 
maining in touch with various churches, 
real estate brokers, apartment man- 
agers, and builders. 


"There just isn't any housing for 


them," she said. "Many of the rentals 
here start at $205 a month. A family re- 
ceiving from $97 to $130 a month in pub- 
lic aid just can't afford to pay that." 


Many of the families are large. Of the 


984 families served by the center in the 
first eight months of 1971, 114 had six 
members, 71 had seven members, and 64 
had eight members. More than 700 fell 
below the federal line income of $3,800 
for a family of four. 


Housing is not only a problem for the 


Mexican-American, she said, but also the 
young married couples, senior citizens, 
and divorced parents. 


"What does a divorced woman with 


seven kids do when her husband leaves 


and can't be found?" asked Miss Christ- 
opher. "Where is she going to live?" 


THE SHORTAGE of housing for low- 


income groups has caused Miss Christ- 
opher to become an advocate of the Via- 
torian proposal for low-income housing in 
Arlington Heights. 


Miss Christopher said that while she 


supports the Viatorian proposal she pre- 
fers scattered housing sites. She would 
rather have the housing leased, using 
existing structures, by a local housing 
authority. Such housing would not be tak- 
en off the tax rolls, she said. 


At present, she said the only low-in- 


come housing available is in Chicago, El- 
gin, Round Lake, Island Lake, Wau- 
conda, and a few other outlying suburbs 
too far for residents from this area to 
drive. 


Miss Christopher said, "People are so 


negative about the housing problem that 
they haven't taken time to be construc- 
tive." 


She said she is confident there are 


good citizens who upon being informed of 
the problem will be willing to have hous- 
ing for low-income groups. 


"They can't be apathetic if informed," 


she said. 


Asked if she ever gets discouraged in 


her search for housing, she said, "Only 
occasionally." 


"I want to stick it out," she said. "I 


won't be happy until the first step is 
taken for low-income housing. Nothing 
has been done so far."

Board Moves Closer To 
Massive Annex Decision 


Mount Prospect's village board has 


moved one step closer to a decision on 
what is perhaps the biggest annexation 
proposal in the history of the village. 


At a four-hour hearing Tuesday night, 


the village board took up the petition that 
calls for the annexation of a I1-.-square 
mile area that includes some 8,000 per- 
sons The petition, signed by about 3.600 
registered voters in the area, was turned 
over to the village in May by the Cook 
County Circuit Court. 


A second hearing on the matter, and 


perhaps a vote on the petition, is set for 
Sept. 28. Trustees Tuesday told the vil- 
lage attorney to have the necessary ordi- 
nance proposal ready for that meeting. A 
vote on the proposal is possible then 
though Mount Prospect Mayor Robert 


Teichert said, "This does not necessarily 
mean a vote will be taken that night." 


TUESDAY'S MEETING was the first 


time the entire board had dealt officially 
with the petition. Last month then Acting 
Village Mgr. John Zimmermann turned 
over a feasibility study on the proposal 
to trustees. The study had been prepared 
by Zimmermann and other village ad- 
ministrative officials. 


At Tuesday's meeting several home- 


owners associations presidents from the 
area involved in the proposal voiced their 
support of the annexation. The campaign 
to gather the necessary number of signa- 
tures on the petition had been done by 
members of these groups. 


Patrick Link, the attorney representing 


the area under consideration, told the 


Would Absorb Fire Dept. 


Mount Prospect officials say the For- 


est River Volunteer Fire Dept. will be 
absorbed by the Mount Prospect depart- 
ment if the annexation goes through. 


But about 20 cent of the area served by 


the department is not a part of the an- 
nexation proposal That area is known 
as the Forest Ruer subdivision. 


At Tuesday's hearing. Eugrne Rick- 


«!>v. president of the subdivision's home- 
ouner association, said residents in his 
area were concerned about their fire pro- 
tection after the annexation. 


Mount Prospect Mayor Robert Tei- 


rMerf told Rickaby that if the annexation 
is approved, the area would then receive 
fire protection from the Mount Prospect 


department. The Mount Prospect depart- 
ment would probably provide the protec- 
tion for the subdivision by means of a 
contract agreement, Teichert said. 


Teichert also announced that dis- 


cussions between village officials and the 
Forest River department would take 
place at a meeting tonight at the Forest 
River fire station. 


Rickaby criticized Forest River Fire 


District officials Tuesday night, charging 
they had indicated to other homeowners 
groups in the area to be annexed that 
Forest River residents would not want to 
be included in the annexation. However, 
Rickaby said some of the residents in 
his area were interested in the proposal.

Noting the area under consid- 
eration is substantially larger than ear- 
lier annexations he asked whether the 
annexation would "cost (the present vil- 
lage residents) a lot of dough." 


The feasibility study shows the annexa- 


tion will cost a total of $218,960 the first 
two years it is part of the village. But, 
according to the study, the area will 
yield a net of $369,5J3 to the vil- 
lage three years after (innexation goes 
into effect. 


TRUSTEE DANIEL AHERN called 


for more information to be gathered on 
Citizens Utility Co., the firm that sup- 
plies water to the area. But, trustees 
voted down a motion that would have 
had village administrative officials gath- 
er that information. 


Ahern was critical of the annexation 


proposal because it failed to take up the 
matter of Citizens Utility. He questioned 
whether residents in that area would be 
forced to buy the utility after the annexa- 
tion took place. At Ahern's request, the 
board, in a poll, outlined its policy with 
regard to private utility firms in the vil- 
lage. That policy, agreed to by all except 
Trustee George Anderson says, "Anyone 
serviced by a private utility in Mount 
Prospect would have to buy it if it was 
deemed in the best interests of the vil- 
lage by the village board." 


The unexpectedly small turnout sur- 


prised many officials there..Preparations 
had been made to move the hearing to a 
local school auditorium the next night if 
the crowd proved to be too large for the 
village hall. But, only 35 persons ap- 
peared for the hearing. 


Teichert attributed the small turnout to 


two factors: "The people in the area to 
be annexed have already expressed 
themselves and are now awaiting our de- 
cision. As for the village residents, 
apparently they feel the board will base 
its judgment on sound reasoning." 


But Ahern guessed something else was 


behind the low turnout. Pointing to a fact 
sheet that had been distributed in the an- 
nexation area, he noted it indicated in- 
correctly that an election on the annexa- 
tion would be held in that area. Perhaps, 
he said, that was the reason behind the 
low turnout.

At least two organizations in Mount 


Prospect are considering holding bingo 
games. But both are- awaiting inter- 
pretations of the recent Illinois law that 
legalized bingo before proceeding with 
any concrete plans. 


Louis Velasco of the Lions Club said all 


present plans "are in limbo." 


"We have a committee studying the 


law and trying to determine what we can 
do," he said. "But until we get an inter- 
pretation of the law we are doing noth- 
ing." 


George Bruck, of the Veterans of For- 


eign Wars, said his group was planning 
"not a thing right now." He said they 
had sent to Springfield a request for an 
interpretation of the law and for an ap- 
plication. 


UNDER THE LAW, recently signed by 


Gov. Richard B. Ogilvie, religious and 
charitable groups can hold bingo games, 
one night a week with up to 26 games a 
night. Contestants can be charged no 
more than $1 for a card, which is good 
for all games that night, Licenses, which 
are required, cost $200, and the state 
takes 10 per cent of the gross. This 10 
per cent is evenly shared by schools and 
a mental health fund. 


Bruck said the VFW is thinking about 


running bingo games twice a month on 
Wednesdays. "But we would need at 
least 100 people a night to come out 


ahead," he added. 


He said he knew of some six to eight 


groups who could be involved with a 
bingo program.

6'Work Session9 On Housing 


Tonight's meeting of the low-and mod- 


erate-income housing study committee is 
billed as a "work session," with no 
speakers scheduled on the agenda. 


'Village planner Joe Kesler said the 


committee is "running out of time" and 
needs a session to discuss information 
that has been gathered. The committee 
has set an Oct. 15 goal for completing its 
report to the Village Board. 


Kesler also said his staff is presently 


working on manually compiling the fig- 
ures of family size related to income on 
the survey forms sent to village resi- 
dents. 


The village planner also said about 50 


per cent of the surveys sent to more than 
2,000 residents had been returned. The 
results from the surveys will be used by 
the low-and moderate-income housing 
study committee and the master plan 
committee. 


Most of the information will be com- 


piled and cross-referenced by workers at 
Honeywell Inc., which has a plant in 
northern Arlington Heights. The com- 
pany is donating time to compile the re- 
sults which "would be very costly if we 
did it commercially," Kesler said. 


Since the low-and moderate-income 


housing committee has set the Oct. 15 
deadline, Kesler said his staff is manual- 
ly compiling the results from the surveys 
on family size and annual income. 


THIS INFORMATION is the essence of 


what the housing committee wanted to 
determine from the survey. Using the 
statistics, the committee will be able to 
determine whether Arlington Heights al- 
ready has some families which might 
qualify for low-or moderate-income hous- 
ing. 


The guidelines for qualifying for living 


in low or moderate-income housing are 
usually expressed in terms of an annual 
income based on a certain family size. 
The larger the family, the more income 
it can make and still qualify for the hous- 
ing. 


Kesler said the return rate on the sur- 


veys was "excellent," and the highest 
percentage of returns was from people 
living in single-family homes. Of the sur- 
veys sent to people in houses, nearly 60 
per cent of 795 were returned. 


Apartment dwellers returned 184 sur- 


vey forms, representing 37 per cent of 
the number that were mailed to people 
living in multi-family dwellings. 


Surveys also were sent to people living 


in unincorporated areas that may some- 
day become a part of the village. Of the 
surveys sent out, only 18 per cent were 
returned. 


In addition to asking for statistical in- 


formation about home ownership and 
family income, the surveys asked resi- 
dents to rate, by priority, their concerns 
about Arlington Heights. Residents also 
were asked to judge services such as po- 
lice and fire protection as satisfactory, 
fair or unsatisfactory. 


THE SURVEYS were mailed to resi- 


dents July 30 and Kesler said the number 
of forms returned recently has dropped 
to about one every few days "so I consid- 
er it pretty much complete."

on the project held last week by the zon- 
ing board of appeals, and the require- 
ments outlined by the village zoning ordi- 
sance. 


Hanlon said residents objected to the 


public hearing because Walter Kaiser, 
brother of the contractor who testified at 
the hearing, was not a "qualified real 
estate expert." They also objected be- 
cause Kaiser "did not know the number 
of people" who would use the recreation- 
al facilities and did not give testimony on 
the number of parking spaces that would 
be required. 


THE OBJECTION presented by Han- 


lon also states "the proposed special use 
will be so designed, located and operated 
that the public health, safety and wel- 
fare" would not be protected. 


While residents objected to what they 


felt was inadequate testimony at the pub- 
lic hearing and insufficient planning for 
the project, Village Mgr. Berton Braun 
told them and Hanlon that "the only 
question before the board now is one of 
land use" and not a determination of the 
adequacy of the planning. 


"All other details of the project would 


have to meet village codes and standards 
for buildings," he said. 


At the zoning board public hearing last 


week, Kaiser testified the complex would 
be constructed in accordance with all vil- 
lage regulations 


Preliminary plans for the complex call 


for two separate buildings The two skat- 
ing rinks will be under one roof sharing a 
common wall while six indoor tennis 
courts will be built directly north of the 
rinks 


Consumers Avenue, which runs north 


off of Northwest Highway just west of 
Arlington Park Dodge, will be extended 
1,190 feet to provide access to the sports 
complex. Parking facilities for 149 cars 
will bo provided east 
of the street 


directly in front of the rinks and tennis 
courts 


Although 
Arlington 
Crest 
residents 


were concerned the streets in their subdi- 
vision would provide access to the corn- 


plex, zoning board officials said plans do 
not include any through streets other 
than Consumers Avenue 


OLIVE STREET, which runs through 


Arlington Crest, would dead-end at the 
sports complex property line and be 
blocked off with a six-foot fence in 
accordance with village regulations. The 
fence would probably be extended the 
full length of the property line to sepa- 
rate the complex from the subdivision. 


Along with approval of the Kaiser proj-

The Special Des Plaines City Council 


Committee investigating poverty 
fund 


abuse set its sights last night on pre- 
senting its conclusions at the Oct. 6 coun- 
cil meeting. 


Committee 
members decided 
they 


should meet again at 7:30 p.m. Wednes- 
day, Sept. 22 to agree on committee rec- 
ommendations, after they have had time 
to study the 284 page transcript of sworn 
testimony received at the Aug. 25 meet- 
ing. 


The committee of aldermen was ap- 


pointed Aug. 16 to investigate why five 
ineligible Des Plaines teenagers were ap- 
proved for anti-poverty jobs. Four of the 
five working for the city this summer 
were sons of present or former city offi- 
cials. 


The lengthy transcripts resulted from 


a five and one half hour session at which 
testimony was received from parents, 
the youths and spokesmen for the Cook 
County Office of Economic Opportunity 
(CCOEO) and the Illinois Employment 
Service (IES). 


POVERTY FUND payments were halt- 


ed and the special committee was ap- 
pointed after The Herald revealed in Au- 
gust that the teenagers were receiving 
poverty funds at the rate of $37.00 a week 
for several weeks, as part of their salary 
from city summer jobs. 


The Better 
Government Association 


(EGA) and the CCOEO, later found the 
youths and their parents blameless. The 
agencies said the families were victims 
of administrative bungles and had not in- 
tended to defraud. 


Spokesmen for the city administration, 


the CCOEO and the IES, have all admit- 
ted to making mistakes in actions that 
led to allowing the ineligible teenagers to 
become part of a program for youngsters 
whose families earn less than federal po- 
verty income levels. 


James Bailee of the local IES office, 


601 Lee St. Des Plaines, told the com- 
mittee he filled in the incorrect income 
figures on the poverty fund job appli- 
cations for the youths, but he maintained 
he was given those figures either by the 
youths or their parents. 


THE PARENTS, said they signed ap- 


plications but left the income sections 
blank, and denied supplying the incorrect 
figures. 


Des Plaines Mayor Herbert Behrel has 


said 
the 
city 
officials 
should 
have 


checked into the program before recom- 
mending that the youths apply. Mayor 
Behrel has suggested that the city reim- 
burse the CCOEO for the $570 the youths 
received.

the "Conservation Crusaders." a folk- 
Mneine group made up of committee 
members who publicized the glass drive 


MITH OF THIS STORY you probably 


dy know Anne wrote a song, "Wake 


Up, Americans," which the Crusaders 
sing as part of a conservation program 
they put on for clubs and schools. They 
convinced the city to maintain a per- 
manent glass recycling program and 
took on the job of publicizing it with their 
program. 


This summer they appared on the 


"Kennedy and Company" television pro- 
gram and sang their song as part of an 
amature-bour-type program. They re- 
turned to the show recently and (in the 
very short time allotted to them) ex- 
plained what the Juniors have done in 
Des Plaines to fight pollution and pro- 
mote conservation. 


Throughout all of the projects Anne 


has provided the imagination, the drive, 
the good humor and the never-say-die at- 
titude. What was happening in the pre- 
sent was great but, oh, did she have 
plans for the future. 


ANNE IS contagious. When she starts 


telling you about her latest ideas you be- 
come enthusiastic, you want to help. She 
envisioned a central committee made up 
of a representative from each of the 
clubs in Des Plaines that were doing 
something in the field of conservation. 
The committee would coordinate projects 
so no two clubs would wind up dupli- 
cating efforts. She dreamed of next Ar- 
bor Day when she could persuade each 
club in Des Plaine.s to donate one tree to 
the city and really change the look of the 
town. 


Tuesday afternoon Anne called me 


again. This time it svasn't a news tip or a 
follow-up on something the Juniors were 
up to This time it was to say good-bye.

In the three short years she's been

A tax increase referendum set for Oct. 


9 by Maine Township High School Dis- 
trict 207 will be postponed if the school 
board approves a committee recommen- 
dation. 


The board's finance committee Tues- 


day night unanimously approved a mo- 
tion to defer the 37-cent tax hike referen- 
dum until after President Nixon's 90-day 
wage-price freeze is ended. 


"We'll tell the public the referendum is 


not being canceled, just postponed," said 
John Means, finance committee chair- 


man. 
The board will vote Monday on the 


committee recommendation. "It would 
be a waste of time and effort to go ahead 
with it when the economy is in a dead set 
condition. We'll wait until Nov. 12 when 
the freeze is over and then reconsider 
our own plans," Means said. 


Means said the referendum will prob- 


ably be rescheduled for late November 
or December, unless the freeze is ex- 
tended. Although the board previously 
approved the tax hike vote, Means said 
the 37-cent figure may change, depend- 
ing on the effects of Nixon's overall 
new economic policy on the district. 


"The freeze isn't going to change our 


deficit," Means said. 


"The deficit was $3.5 million this year 


and it's going to be $4.1 million. We've 
got to go ahead with this referendum un- 
less we get some definite proof that addi- 
tional help is going to come from some- 
where else," he said. 


"WE'RE ALREADY A year behind in 


asking for this referendum. We've stalled 
and stalled long enough," Means said. 


At the Aug. 16 Dist. 207 board meeting, 


members voted to table preparations for 
the referendum "until the implications 
and interpretations of the President's 
message as they relate to the Maine 
Township High School district can be as- 
sessed." 


R i c h a r d Short, superintendent of 


schools for Dist. 207, Tuesday night, said, 
"I think we picked up a positive public 
image when we tabled the referendum. 
But we still have to wonder how the tax- 
payer is looking at us. The most extreme

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year without a referendum. Then we'd be 
looking out for the public in one way, but 
we'd also be putting the district in a big- 
ger deficit." 


Means said Park Ridge Elementary 


School Dist. 64 is going ahead with plans 
for an Oct. 5 tax rate increase referen- 
dum. 


"We'irhave a chance to see what hap- 


pens with the Dist. 64 referendum by 
waiting. During October we can do all 
the groundwork involved with organizing 
a referendum. We can prepare all our 
information and get the paper work out 
of the way so that we'll be all set for 
November or December," Means said. 


"By the October board meeting we 


should know a lot more about where we 
stand. We may even be able to set a new 
date at that time," Means said. 


Board members also discussed at the 


finance meeting the tentative budget for 
the 1971-72 school year, which is cur- 
rently on public display at the Dist. 207 
Administration Center, 1131 S. Dee Rd., 
Park Ridge, and in libraries throughout 
the township. A public hearing on the 
budget will be held at 7 p.m. Sept. 23 at 
Maine East High School in Park Ridge. 


H A R O L D MARKWORTH, business 


manager, told board members President 
Nixon's freeze will save the district 
about $38,000 in teachers' salaries. Al- 
though salary negotiations are still being 
conducted between the Dist. 207 Teach- 
ers' Association and the board, Mark- 
worth said the three-month wage freeze 
will automatically mean a savings. 


He said the tentative budget allows for 


a $141,000 raise over the 1970-71 salaries, 
not including the normal step raises and 
master's degree raises. The three-month 
freeze time period represents 26.5 per 
cent of the total number of paid school 
days. Thus, the district will save $38,000 
in wage increases, which is 26.5 per cent 
of $141,000. 


"It's not a great figure," Short said. 


"Savings will be considerably more after 
we settle with the teachers." 


Board members asked Markworth to 


investigate expenditures for the school 
lunch program, which are listed in the 
t e n t a t i v e budget as approximately 
$50,000 more than expected revenue from 
the program. Markworth said last year 
the program received $35,000 less in rev- 
enue than had been budgeted.

Rettberg is a 27-year-old attorney who 


deals mostly in personal injury cases. He 
heads the local consumer fraud office, he 
said, as part of his lawyer's obligation to 
take some cases without a fee. 


"A lot of the people can't go to a law- 


ver because their cases are small," said 
Rrtlherg "At least here they can come 
in and blow off steam and we try to get 
something done " 


fie said the most numerous cases the 


office tries to resolve have to do with 
automobile warranties and the refusal of 
car dealers to abide by them. 


Home improvements rank next along 


w i t h door-to-door magazine 
salesmen. 


Some of those home improvement cases 
usually have to do with defective work- 
manship while the magazine sales com- 
plaints deal with high pressure salesmen. 


The consumer fraud office attempts to 


resolve complaints either through a let- 
ter or call 


Rettberg noted that the fact volunteers 


are able to use the attorney general's 
name and stationery opens the doors to 
many people the consumer could not eas- 
ily be able to reach. 


"We can get to the higher-ups easier 


than the consumer," said Rettberg But 
some of the tougher cases are referred to 
the attorney general's downtown office. 


In recent months, the local office has 


held hearings, though informal and non- 
compulsory, with both parties in a com- 
plaint with Rettberg acting as the inter- 
mediary. Hearings previously were held 
downtown. 


Future plans call for the setting up of a 


c o n s u m e r education speakers panel 
which Rettberg expects to get under way 
in the fall. 


"We'll 
talk before any group

Bresler Ice Cream Co Convenient presi- 
dent Lewis C. Carroll said the company 
has 87 directly franchised stores in the 
Chicago metropolitan area as well as 
outlets in other parts of the state and 
Indiana. 


Scott said the suit is a direct result of 


a continuing investigation by his Anti- 
trust Division into the multi-million-dol- 
lar Illinois franchising industry.

"Too many times people say it won't 


do any good but I tell them they have 
nothing to lose." she said "And where 
else can you got free legal advice It's 
fantastic'" 


James Fall, of WO Birchwood Ave., is 


another volunteer He works in sales sup- 
port and got involved, "Because I've al- 
ways been interested in community af- 
fairs " 


Fall estimated he puts in five hours a 


week —- Tuesday nights at the office and 
the other time making calls and writing 
letters. 


"There's quite a bit of outside office

closed when we're open," he said 


Some of his cases have involved high 


pressure magazine salesmen and in- 
adequate auto service 
Another of his 


cases, having to do with a defective 
snimming pool, is expected to go to 
court he said 


"I'M NOT A crusader and I'm not a 


Ralph Nader." he said "but I know what 
it is to be responsible because I'm in 
marketing and deal vuth customer com- 
plaints " 


He said it doesn't take too long 'o learn 


whether a consumer has a valid com- 
plaint or i.s lust trying to get away with 
something. 


His sympathies lie with the consumer 


nevertheless because many of them are 
ignorant of what a contract means and 
really don't know what they are signing, 
he said. 


Some people are really out to defraud 


consumers, he added. 


However, as Rettberg pointed out ear- 


lier, the consumer fraud office saves cus- 
tomers for many businesses that are op- 
crating on the level.

Eye Care Tips For All Athletes 


(Last of Two Articles) 
by DAVID HENDIN 


NEW YORK - (NEA) - Everybody 


participating in athletics or recreational 
. pastimes should be aware of the need for 
adequate vision. The Society for Visual 
Care offers these vision tips for athletes: 


BASEBALL. Fast and accurate hand- 


eye coordination and coordination of both 
eyes (binocular coordination) are neces- 
sary in baseball, along with good per- 
ipheral or side vision and superior depth 
perception. 


Among those who wear glasses, con- 


tact lenses are often the best solution. If 
regular glasses are worn, the lenses 
should be large and give a wide field of 
view. Plastic or impact-resistant glasses 
are preferred. 


BASKETBALL. Highly developed side 


vision is vitally important in basketball. 
The ability to focus on an object 20 feet 
away or farther, and excellent depth per- 
ception are also necessary. 


If regular glasses are worn, plastic len- 


ses and a strap that attaches to the tem- 
ples and behind the head should be used. 


BOWLING. Whether you are a "pin," 


"line" or "spot" bowler, the ability to 
focus clearly on distant objects is a 
must. Good depth perception and good 
foot-hand-eye coordination are also es- 
sential. 


If the bifocal-wearing bowler finds that 


the 
bifocal segment 
of his 
regular 


glasses is too high and interferes with his 
vision, he should have a special pair of 
lenses without bifocals made for bowling. 


FISHING. The ability to focus on near 


(for baiting) or distant (for accurate cas- 
ting) objects, along with good depth per- 
ception, are required. Fishermen are of- 


ten faced with the problem of glare, and 
prescription sunglasses are advisable. 


FOOTBALL. Getting the whole picture 


at a glance is the most important visual 
skill needed by the football player. A 
wide field of side vision is also impor- 
tant. 


Focusing quickly and accurately on a 


distant object is more important for 
backs and ends than for interior linemen. 
When vision correction is necessary, con- 
tact lenses must be used. 


TENNIS. Tennis is a sport of triple 


movement with associated visual judg- 
ments — the player, the ball and the op- 
ponent. 


The tennis player's split-second timing 


must be based on a foundation of good 
side vision, good focusing on distant ob- 
jects, superior depth perception, good 
coordination of both eyes and good hand- 
eye coordination. 


GOLF. Good depth and distance per- 


ception, the ability to focus sharply on 
distant objects and the ability to predict 
the effects of turf and slope of green are 
essential to the golfer. 


Ordinary bifocals or tri-focals cannot 


be satisfactorily worn because of the 
awkward head positioning caused by 
these corrective lenses when playing 
golf. Golf glasses with wide lenses and 
absorptive tint are the best solution. 


HUNTING AND TARGET SHOOTING. 


A hunter must be visually sure of his 
target before he pulls the trigger. Ex- 
cellent hand-eye coordination and the 
ability to focus on near or distant objects 
are necessary.

rounding Chicago for possible low-and 
moderate-income housing. 


Maine Township would be included in 


the "ring" townships. Officials said aeri- 
al surveys had spotted open land of at 
least one acre in each of 13 townships. 


The next step for the NIPC housing 


study will be further study by the staff 
and meetings with groups of suburban 
mayors, according to the plan committee 
members.

Today she spends much of her time in 


a cluttered corner of her basement with 
all the equipment a detective needs ex- 
cept a beat-up fedora. 


There are cameras — lots of cameras 


of all shapes and sizes. And tape record- 
ers (five in all), movie projectors and 
more than a dozen wigs, all shades, all 
styles. 


FOR THE last five years, she has op- 


erated her own, licensed, insured and 
bonded detective agency. Headquarters 
is her home at 315 N. Pine, a house that 
once belonged to the first mayor of Ar- 
lington Heights and right in line with her 
business, comes complete with secret 
panels and sliding walls. 


About 10 years ago, Mrs. Thorsen man- 


aged a dress shop. She became so good 
at catching shoplifters she decided to fol- 
low the advice of a friend who told her, 
1 Gene, why don't you become a private 
eye?" 


Step two in her new career was to spot 


an ad in a local newspaper. It read: "De- 
tective Agency: Men wanted. Must be 
experienced." 


Being neither male nor experienced, 


she applied. It was no drawback for Mrs. 
Thorsen, who got the job and trained 
with a Chicago agency for three years in 
industrial espionage, retail security and 
domestic cases. 


After her three years of apprenticeship 


were up, she was eligible to take the 
state exams. "There were 30 men and me 
in the exam room. All I know it that the 
one woman passed," she said. 


TODAY, HER work usually starts at 


about 8 p.m. and ends in the empty 
street hours the following morning. 


She trails people and testifies for or 


against people in court. Her office is usu- 
ally a cocktail lounge setting, a motel 
parking lot or street corner after street 
corner of cruising in her long, sleek Riv- 
iera, shadowing a man, woman or both. 


"Contrary to what most people think, 


the majority of my domestic cases in- 
volve women," she said, blaming much 


of the infidelity on the increasing amount 
of leisure time a great many bored 
housewives experience. 


On the more dangerous assignments, 


she works only with local police who 
moonlight to pick up a few extra dollars. 
"I send them out on anything that looks 
like it could be a bit hairy. I've learned 
my lesson." 


That lesson came during one of her 


first assignments in a large department 
store retail security. Keep an eye out for 
shoplifters. If you see one, signal for 
help. Then move in. That was her job. 


FINALLY THE chance came to carry 


out her assignment. A man, a large man 
who police later learned was very high 
on heroin, was seen stuffing merchandise 
under his coat. 


Mrs. 
Thorsen decided to move in. But 


when she signaled for help, no one came. 
So she went it alone, bagging her man, 
as well as afew lumps, bruises and 
stitches. 


She plans on not repeating that scene, 


although her line of work offers no guar- 
antee that it won't happen again. 


Nearly every night she is on the job. 


Left behind is one high school-age son, a 
husband and an empty cup of coffee sit- 
ting next to a note pad on her desk and a 
telephone where numbers have been 
written in a hurry on the wall it hangs 
on. 


Her chair is pushed away from the 


desk and is set to one side. 


Blonde, brunette or redhead, Mrs. 


Thorsen is on the job again. 


At the study committee meeting where 
Mills made his original statement, he 
said development of low-and moderate- 
income housing is a "requirement" for 
the growth of Arlington Heights. Such de- 
velopments can be properly planned "so 
we don't have shacks," he said. 


The Chamber president also told the 


committee that the attraction of more in- 
dustry to "help everyone's tax bills" and 
the availability of a wide cost range of 
housing are directly related. 


MILLS' STATEMENTS were part of a 


public hearing called by the housing 
study committee to allow local residents 
to express their opinions on the need for 
low and moderate-income housing. 


In a cover letter to the questionnaire 


sent to businessmen, Chamber executive 
director Earl Johnson said "the recent 
newspaper articles pertaining to Mills' 
statements have created extensive reac- 
tions among several homeowner associ- 
ations." 


At the request of Mills, Johnson sent 


the letter and a survey form which al- 
lows members to indicate whether they 
favor low and moderate government sub- 
sidized housing and leaves room for addi- 
tional comments. 


In the cover letter, Johnson also said 


that Mills "does not advocate govern- 
ment subsidized housing. What he was 
saying was simply there is a need and a 
requirement for housing for persons in 
moderate and lower income range. He 
was thinking of retired persons, young 
married people and blue collar type 
workers. 


"HOW 
THIS CAN be obtained is anoth- 


er question which he (Mills) feels can be 
answered by means other than federal 
government subsidized housing," accord- 
ing to the letter. 


Mills said yesterday about 60 per cent 


of the questionnaires had been returned 
and after they are compiled, the cham- 
ber would be issuing its statement. He 
also said he personally had not had that 
much reaction to his comments before 
the committee and the number of calls 
received at the chamber office "could be 
counted on one hand." 


Mills indicated the survey is being 


used mainly to answer the question by 
one homeowner association president 
who asked if the statement was in- 
dicative of the entire chamber member- 
ship.

Again, the United States crashed into a 


missile-building program But the "mis- 
sile gap" never developed, if it ever ac-

AND THERE WAS Sputnik The Rus- 


sians not only scored a clear space beat 
but also an education and propaganda 
triumph The tiny satellite demonstrated 
that the Soviet Union could do what the 
Americans had not yet done The "moon 
race" began and the Americans rushed 
to catch up and, ultimately, win the con- 
test — at a cost not yet calculated 


Once again, we are being warned of a 


"missile gap" in the form of a new So- 
viet first-strike capability, the SS 9 ICBM 
and a possible improvement which may 
be off the drawing boards 


Obviously, it is no wonder that many 


are skeptical of dire warnings about an 
impending missile gap, especially when 
enunciated at budget times 


As Herbert Scoville, former CIA depu- 


ty director told the Senate Armed Ser- 
vices Committee, 
"In essentially all 


cases the threat to the U S deterrent is 
less than was estimated in 1969 and the 
United States already has programs in 
being, or available for rapid deployment 
if required, which can insure the mainte- 
nance of a secure deterrent for the for 
seeable future " 


IF ONE FOLLOWS the odds, then, it's 


likely there will again be no "missile 
gap" 
But the question remains Can the U S 


government follow the odds when so 
much is at stake' Sane men remain 
cautious 


If this government overreacts by build 


ing armaments which turn out to be un- 
necessary, the American long-term de 
fense posture is seriously weakened By 
spending billions on ' today's" weapons, 
there is less to spend on long-term IB 
search and development 


If, on the other hand, the warnings are 


finally correct, the security of the coun 
try is seriously weakened 


It is a dilemma which this country is 


now facing

Firemen have been preparing the prc- 


pljn files since 1969 and have maml> 
been concentrating on getting plans for 
the industries in the industrial parks, 
Mergens said Plans for school buildings 
,ind commercial buildings will be added

In making the plans, the fire depart- 


ment sends out letters to companies in 
the industrial parks asking them to fill 
out a form giving information on who to 
call in case of an emergency and to ex- 
pl nn their business 


At that time Mereens said, the com- 


panies are asked if they want to partici- 
pate in the pre fire plan If they agree 
firemen come out and check the building 
by noting hazards such as flammables 
and the location of light switches, fans, 
and offices 


We don't have to go into the build- 


ing " Mergens said "We want them to 
invite us in " So far there have been no 
more than one refusal for every 100 
plants, he said, and most of those are the 
result of misunderstanding 


"WHEN WE GET A refusal, we go and 


talk to them and usually there isn't any 
problem," he said

form, with colored areas indicating haz- 
ards, it is placed on a slide and put on 
file 
in 
the 
mam 
fire 
station, 101

Whenever an alarm comes in from an 


industry, the fire department radio oper- 
ator immediately checks for the slide 
giving the plan of the building if it is on 
file he can relay information to firemen 
on the scene 


The plan indicates where firemen 


should force entry to avoid doing any 
more damage than necessary It shows 
where light switches and cut off valves 
for water and gas are located and where 
any dangerous chemicals are stored 


In addition, orange dots on the plan 


show where the companies most valuable 
files are All file cabinets which should 
be evacuated are marked with red and 
white "EGFD" stickers.

August continued trends of coolness 


and dryness this year according to Pro- 
fessor Jack Villmow of Northern Illinois 
University's Weather Service. 


August 1971 averaged 70 degrees com- 


pared with a normal of 72.1 degrees; this 
is the 9th below normal August in the 
last 10 years; only August 1970 averaged 
normal or above since 1962. The total 
precipitation of 3.26 inches compared 
with a normal 3.87 inches makes it the 
7th consecutive month this year which 
received less than normal precipitation. 
The first eight months of 1971 have seen 
a total precipitation of 15.66 inches com- 
pared with the normal 2489 inches; thus 
the year to date has seen only 63 per 
cent of normal moisture receipt. 


AUGUSTS HAVE been much warmer 


than 1971: In 1947 the month averaged 
78.4 degrees, and there were 21 days with 
a maximum of 90 degrees or higher. This 
year there were only 4 "hot" days — the 
highest value was 91 degrees on the 22nd. 
The hottest August day in history oc- 
curred in 1918 when the thermometer 
registered 104 degrees on the llth. 


Aug. 26 was remarkably cold; the 


maximum temperature of 67 degrees tied 
the record low maximum for that date 
established in 1944. Augusts have also 
been considerably colder than this one. 
In 1915 the month of August averaged 
64.5 degrees and on the 31st of that 
month the all-time low temperature for 
August was recorded 35 degrees. 


The wettest August in history occurred 


in 1936 when 10.94 inches fell, in 1962, the 
driest August, only 0.65 inches fell. Al- 
though generally dry, August 1971 had 
one remarkably heavy, short duration 
rainfall; on the 24th a strong frontal pas- 
sage produced 1.57 inches of ram in less 
than 30 minutes

time — contrasting. Luminous maples, 
burning oaks and shimmering birch trees 
rim lakes and streams. There are fields 
golden with harvests and orchards red 
with apples. Golds, reds, brown are ev- 
erywhere, reflected by the water and ac- 
cented by the clear blue autumn skies. 


The Chicago Motor Club's touring de- 


partment points out that our midwest 
area has some of the best fall color 
scenery. While it is impossible to predict 
fall color peaks exactly, here are some 
Chicago Motor Club guidelines for Illi- 
nois, Indiana, Wisconsin and Michigan. 
The club emphasizes that weather can 
effect not only the timing of fall color 
appearance, but also its intensity. 


MICHIGAN - 
Fall comes first to 


Michigan's Upper Peninsula. All of the 
Upper Peninsula is forested and all of it 
is beautiful in late September. Mich. 28 
is a good highway to use. The peak of 
color is usually mid-October in the west- 
ern and southern portions of the Lower 
Peninsula. Mich. 37 takes you through a 


wooded region of the Lower Peninsula 
and is a good scenic drive 


WISCONSIN — Since fall 
coloring 


starts in the north and moves rather 
steadily south, northern Wisconsin will 
peak in late September or early October, 
while the rest of the state's color should 
peak in mid-October In the northern 
Eagle River-Rhinelander area, Wis. 70 is 
a good route to explore Door County is 
another great fall color and recreation 
area. Take Wis. 42 and 57 to see Door 
County. Kettle Moraine forest, west of 
Milwaukee, is traversed in both its sec- 
tions by Wis. 67, and it's a beautiful 
place to motor through any time of the 
year. For those with more time, try fol- 
lowing the Wisconsin River valley west 
to the Mississippi and then north on the 
Mississippi. For this scenic routing, take 
Wis 60 to parallel the Wisconsin River 
and Wis. 35 on the Mississippi River. 
Both river valleys are breathtaking when 
decked out in fall colors. 


INDIANA — In Indiana,'fall color 


means Brown County. In mid-October 
the entire state is ablaze with color and 
Brown County's Ind. 46 has no peer. Clif- 
ty Falls State Park on the Ohio River, 
reached by Ind. 56, will also be beautiful 
through mid and late October, according 
to visitors in previous years. The Parke 
County Covered Bridge Festival, held 
each year in Rockville, Ind., is an ex- 
cellent chance to combine fall color with 
a vanishing part of Americana — the 
covered bridge. Especially scenic high- 
ways leading into and out of Rockville 
are U.S. 41 and U.S. 36. The festival will 
be held Oct. 8-17. 


ILLINOIS — Mid-October is also the 


best time to view fall coloring in Illinois'; 
In northern Illinois the Mississippi pali- 
sades would be a good place to visit and 
nearby Galena, will be holding an open 
house to show off some of the finest peri- 
od architecture of the midwest on Sep- 
tember 25 and 26. 111. 2 follows the Rock 
River south from Rockford and is an es- 
pecially pleasant drive for fall color 
seekers in mid-October. A favorite Chi- 
cago-area attraction is Morton Arbore- 
tum near Lisle, where over 4,800 species 
vie in fall-color attractiveness, seen at its 
best in mid-October. 


In central Illinois, a drive along the 


Illinois River from Peru to Peoria is an- 
other color tour favorite. State parks are 
always convenient on this drive, with 
Starved Rock at the northern end and 
Pere Marquette near the southern end. 


OF COURSE, the dates are only ap- 


proximate. Weather and the right timing 
of the weather are all-important. Some 
years the midwest may skimp on color- 
ing and on others the effect is over- 
powering. There are other places to go to 
see fall coloring — too many to detail — 
and they also take their chances with the 
winds, rains and cold air masses. 


Fall color in Canada begins in Septem- 


ber and sometimes lingers through Octo- 
ber. New England fall color, depending 
on the latitude, is a September and Octo- 
ber phenomenon. The historic and scenic 
Hudson River valley is especially beau- 
tiful in October. The Smoky Mountains 
have fall color from mid-September to 
mid-November of most years, the color: 
coming first in the highest altitudes anc 
moving to the valleys as the season pro 
gresses. Virginia, and especially Wil 
liamsburg, where our nation's colonial 
life has been recreated, is a delightful 
fall color excursion in mid-and late-Octo 
ber through the first week in November.

Emergency Radio Test 
Causes Great Confusion 


CHICAGO 'UPIi — An unscheduled 


test 
of the government s emergency 


broadcast system caused widespread 
confusion at radio and television stations 
across the country Tuesday, putting one 
major radio network off the air for more 
than V> minutes 


The random test was originated by the 


White House Communications Depart- 
ment on its Emergency Action Notifica- 
tion System EANS teletype network and 
(hen 
relayed to thousands of radio and 


television stations on the I'PI broadcast 
newswire 


The Communications Department — a 


section of the Defense Communications 
Agency — provides 
a 
radio hookup 


through which the President can talk to 
the nation in the event of a national 
emergency 


^FTER RECEIVING the test ABC's 


radio network canceled two scheduled 
newscasts and went off the air from 2 14 
p m EDT until 2 48 p m EDT while nu- 
merous other stations reported confusion 
over the message Several others said 
the message ' authenticator " the code 
words used on EANS messages were im- 


proper 


The text of the message read: "This 


message authorizes a closed circuit test 
of the emergency broadcast system. Re- 
peat, this message authorizes a closed 
circuit test of the emergency broadcast 
system All stations will take actions as 
stated on green instruction cards for the 
test " 


The green card referred to instructed 


stations affiliated with networks to log 
receipt of the message and stand by for 
the voice test Stations not affiliated with 
networks weie instructed to simply log 
receipt of the teletype message. 


THE WHITE HOUSE Communications 


Department would only confirm that it 
had originated a "random and unsche- 
duled" test of the emergency broadcast 
system A spokesman said there had not 
been sufficient "feedback" to warrant an 
evaluation of the incident

an EANS test occurred early this year
